DEMOBILIZATION  OF  ARMY 

WILL  BEGIN  IMMEDIATELY 


Surrender  of  War  Vessels  and  Use  of  Merchant 
Ships  Where  Needed  —  Evacuate  Russian, 
Arabian  and  African  Territory — Garri- 
sons Are  to  Be  Handed  Over. 


LONDON,  Nov.  1.— The  terms  of  the  armistice  granted  by  the 
Allied  Powers  to  Turkey  follow: 

First— The  opening;  of  the  Dardanelles  and  the  Bosphorus  and 
access  to  the  Black  Sea.  Allied  occupation  of  the  Dardanelles  and 
Bosphorus  forts. 

Second — The  positions  of  all  mine  fields,  torpedo  tubes  and  other 
obstructions  in  Turkish  waters  are  to  be  indicated  and  assistance 
given  to. sweep  or  remove  them,  as  may  be  required. 

Third— All  available  information  concerning  mines  in  the  Black 
Sea  is  to  be  communicated. 

Fourth — All  Allied  prisoners  of  war  and  Armenians,  interned  per- 
sons and  prisoners,  are  to  be  collected  in  Constantinople  and  handed 
over  unconditionally  to  the  Allies. 

Fifth — Immediate  demobilization  of  the  Turkish  army,  except  such 
troops  as  are  required  for  surveillance  on  the  frontiers  and  for  main- 
tenance of  internal  order.  The  number  of  effectives  and  their  dis- 
position to  be  determined  later  by  the  Allies  after  consultation  with 
the  Turkish  Government. 


Sixth — The  surrender  or  all  war 
vessels  In  Turkish  waters  or  waters 
occupied  by  Turkey.  These  ships 
will  be  Interned  In  such  Turkish  port 
or  porta  as  may  be  directed,  except 
such  small  vessels  as  are  required 
tor  police  and  similar  purposes  In 
Turkish   territorial   waters. 

Seventh — The  Allies  to  have  the 
right  to  occupy  any  strategic  points 
In  the  event  of  any  situation  arising 
which  threatens  the  security  of  the 
Allies.  # 

Eighth — Free  use  by  Allied  ships 
of  all  ports  and  anchorages  now  in 
Turkish  occupation  and-  denial  of 
their  use  to  the  enemy.  Similar  con- 
ditions are  to  apply  to  Turkish  mer- 
cantile shipping  in  Turkish  waters 
for  the  purposes  of  trade  and  the  de- 
mobilisation of  the  army. 

Ninth — Allied  occupation  of  the 
Taurus    tunnel    system. 

Tenth — Immediate  withdrawal  of 
Turkish  troops  from  Northern  Pernla 
to  behind  the  pre-war  frontier  al- 
ready has  been  ordered  and  will  be 
carried  out. 

Eleventh— A  part  of  Trans-Oau- 
caaia  already  has  been  ordered  »o  bo 
evacuated  by  Turkish  troops.  The 
remainder  to  bo  evacuated,  if  re- 
quired by  the  Allies  after  they  stud- 
led    the    situation.-^-- — 

Twelfth — Wireless,  telegraph  and 
cable  stations  to  be  controlled  by  the 
Allies,  Turkish  Government  messages 
to   be  excepted. 

Thirteenth — Prohlblton  against  the 
destruction  of  any  naval,  military  or 
commercial  material. 

Fourteenth — Facilities  are  to  be 
given  for  the  purchase  of  coal,  oil, 
fuel  and  naval  material  from  Turkish 
sources,  after  the  requirements  of  the 
country  have  been  met.  None  of  the 
above  .  materials   are    to    be   exported. 

Fifteenth — The  surrender  of  all 
Turkish  officers  in  Trlpolltanla  and 
Cyrenaloa  to  the  nearest  Italian  gar- 
rison. Turkey  agrees  to  stop  sup- 
plies and  oommunication  with  these 
officers  If  they  do  not  obey  the  order 
*.o   surrender. 

Sixteenth — The  surrender  of  all 
garrisons  in  Hedjas,  Asslr,  Yemen, 
Syria  and  Mesopotamia  to  the  near- 
est Allied  commander  and  withdraw- 
al of  Turkish  troops  from  Clllcla, 
except  those  necessary  to  maintain 
order,  as  will  be  determined  under 
clause  six. 

Seventeenth — The  use  of  all  ships 
and  repair  facilities  at  all  Turkish 
ports  and  arsenals. 

Eighteenth — The  surrender  of  all 
ports  occupied  In  Trlpolltanla  and 
Cyrenaica,  Including  Mlsurata,  to  the 
nearest  Allied  garrison. 

Nineteenth — All  Germans  and  Aus- 
trian*, naval,  military  or  civilian,  to 
be  evacuated  within  one  month  from 
Turkish  dominions,  and  those  In  re- 
mote districts  as  soon  after  that  time 
as  may  be  possible. 

Twentieth — Compliance  with  Birch 
orders  as  may  be  conveyed  for  the 
disposal  of  equipment,  arms  and  am- 
munition. Including  the  transport  of 
that  portion  of  the  Turkish  army 
which  Is  demobilised  under  clause 
live. 

Twenty-first — An  Allied  representa- 
tive to  be  attached  to  the  Turkish 
Ministry  of  Supplies  In  order  to  safe- 
guard Allied  Interests.  This  repre- 
sentative to  be  furnished  with  all  aid 
necessary  for  this  purpose. 

Twenty-second — Turkish  prisoners 
are  to  be  kept  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Allied  powers.  The  release  of  Turk- 
ish civilian  prisoners  and  prisoners 
over  military  age  la  to  be  considered. 

Twenty-third  —  An  obligation  on 
the  part  of  Turkey  to  cease  all  re- 
lations  with   the   Central   Powers. 

Twenty-fourth — In  case  of  dis- 
orders In  the  six  Armenian  vilayets 
the  Allies  reserve  to  "themselves  the 
right   to   occupy   any   part   of   them. 

Twenty-fifth  —  Hostilities  between 
|  the  Allies  and  Turkey  shall  csaas 
:  from  noon,  looal  time.  Thursday,  the 
\  Slst  of  October.  111%

Allies  Already  at  Work  Clearing 
Way  Through  Straits  to 
Constantinople — Chances  of 
Fight  in  Black  Sea, 


TEUTONS  WITHDRAW 

NORTH  OF  DANUBE 

BKRLIN,  Nov.  1. — German  troops 
which  have  been  operating  in  North- 
ern Serbia  have  been  withdrawn  to 
the  north  bank  of  the  River  Danube 
in  the  region  of  Belgrade,  the  Ger- 
man War  Office  announced  today. 
The  text  of  this  part  of  the  official 
statement   says:, 

"On  both  sides  of  Belgrade  and 
Semendrla  the  German  troopa  have 
been  withdrawn  to  the  north  bank  of 
the  Danube.  The  crossing  of  the 
Danube  was  successfully  accomplished 
without  interference  on  the  part  of 
the  enemy." 


AMERICAN  ARMY 


Makes  Substantial  Advance  on 
Meuse  Front  as  French 
Fourth  Army  Renews  At- 
tacks Near  Aisne. 


WITH  THE  AMERICAN  ARMY 
NORTHWEST  OK  VERDUN.  Nov.  1. 
The  First  American  army  smashed 
forward  along  the  entire  front  to- 
day. In  conjunction  with  the  French 
army  on  their  left,  the  Americans  re- 
sumed in  force  the  operations  begun 
September,   26.  . 

Preceded  by  the  heaviest  artillery 
preparation  yet  used  by  the  Ameri- 
cana, the  infantry  went  over  the  top 
at  5.30  o'clock  this  morning  all  along 
the  line.  By  8  o'clock  the  troops 
had  taken  Champlgneulle,  St. 
Georges,  Landres-et-8t.  Georges  and 
the  Lan  d'Huy  farm  and  2,600  pris- 
oners. There  was  opposition  only  at 
the  outset.  This  was  carried  out  by 
brisk  machine  gun  fire  from  twenty 
to  thirty  minutes,  when  it  eased  off, 
per  ml  ting-  an  advance  without  seri- 
dua  fighting.  By  noon  all  the  ob- 
jectives along  the  entire  front  had 
been    gained.  \ 

The  advance  of  the  Americans  In- 
creased materially  the  feasibility  of 
firing  at  the  Mealeres,  Sedan,  Mont- 
medy  and  Longuyon  railroad  com- 
munication .and  now  that  they  are 
so  much  nearer  direct  hits  ean  be 
expected    with   regularity. 

The  enemy  had  In  line  this  morn- 
ing between  the  Meuse  and  the 
Bourgogne  wood  nine  divisions.  In- 
cluding some  of  his  best  men. 
Against  these  the  Americans  threw 
In  a  superior  number  of  fresh  troops, 
all  rested  men,  in  good  spirits,  and 
ready  for  a  nght. 


LONDON.  Nov.  1.— A  large  fleet  of 
the  latest  type  of  British  mine  sweep- 
ers today  began  the  task  of  clearing  the 
Dardanelles  of  mines  and  other  ob- 
structions. This  work,  together  with 
other  safeguards  which  the  Allies 
consider  to  be  necessary  before  the 
Allied  fleet  enters  the  waterway  lead- 
ing past  Constantinople  and  through 
the  Bosphorus  to  the  Black  Sea  will 
take  several  days,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
British  Admiralty. 

A  fortnight  ago  the  Allied  fleet 
tested  the  efficiency  of  the  forts  in- 
side the  Dardanelles  by  dropping  a  few 
shells  on  them.  The  reply  of  the 
Turks  was  quick  and  fairly  accurate, 
showing  that  the  fortifications  are 
still  probably  in  good  shape.  The  fifty 
mile  passage  through  the  waterway  is 
a  veritable  sea  of  mines  and  other  ob- 
structions, which  it  will  require  some 
little  time  to  remove.  In  addition,  the 
mine  sweepers  will  be  hindered  by  the 
swift  currents,  which  are  stronger  at 
this  season  of  the  year  than  at  any 
other. 


CANADIAN  TROOPS 
SHARE  IN  ATTACK 
AT  VALENCIENNES 


Drive  Rapidly  Forward  in  Company  With  English' 
Divisions  on  South  Side  of  City — Villages 
Captured  and  Railway  Reached  in  Out- 
skirts —  Over  2000  Prisoners. 


GREAT  SUCCESSES  ARE  GAINED 

IN  RENEWED  BATTLE  IN  BELGIUM 


The  Allied  fleet,  it  is  believed,  is 
sure  to  come  to  grips  with  the  old 
Russian  fleet  in  the  Black  Sea'  If  the 
war  continues  a  few  weeks  longer. 
There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that 
the  Germans  have  put  this  flee£.  in 
good  order.  It  consists  of  seven  pre- 
d  read  noughts,  two  cruisers  and  twelve 
submarines,  besides  at  least  twenty-six

tion. At  Nikolaiev  four  cruisers  are 
being  built.  One  of  them  is  nearly 
completed. 


Austrian   Report 

VIENNA.  Nov.  1.— The  withdraw- 
al of  Austrian  troops  in  Venetla  Is 
continuing  and  In  the  southeast  the 
main  forces  of  the  Austrian  army 
have  reached  the  northern  bank  of 
the  Danube,  according  to  the  official 
statement  Issued  at  the  War  Office 
tonight. 


LONDON,  Nov.  1. — Attacking  on  a  front  of  six  miles  south  of 
Valenciennes  this  morning,  English  and  Canadian  troops,  captured 
between  two  and  three  thousand  prisoners,  and  inflicted  extremely 
heavy  losses  on  the  enemy,  says  a  report  from  Field  Marshal  Haig 
tonight.  During  October  the  British  in  France  captured  49,000  pris- 
oners and  925  guns. 

In  the  past  three  months  the  British  in  France  have  taken  172,659 
prisoners  and  2,378  guns  from  the  Germans. 

The  text  of  the  statement  in  part  follows: 

"At  dawn  this  morning  English  and  Canadians  attacked  on  a  front 
of  about  six  miles  south  of  Valenciennes.     After  sharp  fighting,  in 
which  exceptionally  heavy  casualties  were  inflicted  on  the  enemy,  we 
forced  a  passage  of  the  Rhonelle. 
"We   have    captured    the   villages   of 
Maresches      and      Aulnoy      and      have 
reached  the  line  of  the  railway  in  the 
southern    outskirts      of      Valenciennes. 
Strong  opposition   was  met  with,   par- 
ticularly  north   of   Maresches   and   the 
village  of  Aulnoy.     There   were  deter- 
mined   counter-attacks    by    the    enemy 
on   the   high  ground   west  of  the   Pre- 
seau -Valenciennes   road. 

"In  spite  of  these  attacks  we  main- 
tained our  positions  on\  the  ridge.  This 
evening  further  counter-attacks  devel- 
oped northeast  and  north  of  Aulnoy. 
In  these  operations  we  captured  be- 
tween   2,000    and    3,000    prisoners. 

"In  the  month  of  October  British 
forces  in  France  captured  over  49,- 
000  German  -prisoners.  Including  1,200 
officers.  In  the  same  period  we  cap- 
tured 925  guns,  including  many  heavy 
cannon,  seven  thousand  machine  guus 
ad   070   trench   mortars. 

"In  the  area  of  the  enemy's  retreat 
enormous  stocks  of  munitions,  mater- 
ial and  storss  have  fallen  into  our 
hands,  Including1  several  locomotives, 
quantities  of  rolling  stock,  many  wa- 
gons, a  few  tanks  and  hundreds  of 
tons  of  wire.  Several  thousand  tons 
of  road  metal,  hundreds  of  miles  of 
telephone  cable  and  a  great  number 
of  engineer  material  dumps  were  also 
taken." 

9,000    Prisoners 

PARIS.  Nov.  1.— The  official  com- 
munication tonight  regarding  opera- 
tions   in    Belgium    nays: 

"The  offensive  operation  begun  on 
October  31  by  the  group  of  armies  In 
Flanders  was  continued  with  success 
during  tho  course  of  the  day.  To  the 
south  the  Second  British  army  threw 
the  enemy  Into  disorder  on  the 
Scheldt  up  to  the  height  of  Melden. 
capturing  the  strongly  held  villages  of 
Anseghem,  Tieghien,  Caster  and  Kl- 
seghem.  The  Second  Britsh  army  had 
counted  at  the  end  of  October  31,  the 
first   day   of  the   battle,   9,000   prsoners 


"To  tho  centre  the  Franco- Ameri- 
can armies  in  Belgium  have  captured 
the  heights  of  Apremont,  between  the 
Lys  and  the  Scheldt,  and  have  ad- 
vanced up  to  the  latter  river  at 
Damelden  on  a  front  of  16  kilometres. 

"Nineteen  villages  have  been  recon- 
quered by  the  Franco -Americans,  par- 
ticularly the  Important  centres  of 
Deynzc.    Nazareth   and    Gruyshautem." 


Signature    Not    Reported 

LONDON,  Nov.  1. — Late  tonight 
the  Government  had  received  no 
news  as  to  the  reported  signature  of 
the    Austrian-Italian     armistice. 


TROOPS  OF  FRANCE 
RESUME  OFFENSIVE 

r-ourth  Army  Drives  Forward  in  Vouziers  District, 

in  Conjunction  With  Americans  on  Their 

Right — Capture  Important  Ground  on 

East    Side    of    Aisne    River. 


PARIS,  Nov.  1.— The  Fourth 
French  Army  in  conjunction  with 
Americans  on  their  right  launched  an 
attack  this  morning  on  the  Aisne 
front  to  the  north  and  south  of 
Vouslers,  according  to  the  statement 
of  the  War  Office  .tonight.  The  at- 
tack was  on  a  front  of  about  12  1-2 
miles  from  the  region  east  of  Attlgny 
to  north  of  Olixy.  The  statement 
reads: 

"Between  St.  Quentln-le-Petit  and 
Herpy  the  fighting  was  resumed  this 
morning  and  continued  all  day.  In 
spite  of  his  resistance  the  enemy  had 
to  give  ground  in  the  region  of  Ba- 
nogne  and  Recouvranoe.  To  the  west 
of  Herpy  we  captured  prisoners. 

"The  troops  of  the  Fourth  Army, 
In  conjunction  with  the  American 
Army  on  the  right,  attacked  .  this 
morning  on  the  Aisne  front  to  the 
north  and  south  of  Vouslers  on  a 
front  of  20  kilometres  from  the  re- 
gion to  the  east  of  Attlgny  to  tho 
north  of  Olixy.  We  penetrated  Into 
German  positions,  strongly  held  and 
defended,  with  stubbornness  to  the 
east  of  Attlgny.

We  have  reached 
the  western  outskirts  of  the  Vandy 
wood  and  also  the  brook  to  the  east 
of  Chestres.  On  our  right  our  troops 
have  gone  beyond  Falatae  and  have 
conquered  the  crest  to  the  southwest 
of  the  Primat.

VENETIAN  PLAIN 


Allied  Armies  Are  Driving  Aus- 
trians  in  Confusion — Im- 
mense Booty  Is  Found  in  Re- 
conquered Territory, 


ROME.  Nov.  1.— Today's  official 
statement  follows: 

"The  battle  continues  to  expand 
The  enemy  maintains  intact  his  re- 
sistance from  Stelvlo  to  the  Astico, 
but  he  is  vacillating  on  the  Asiagc 
plateau  and  in  full  retreat  along  tin 
remainder  of  the  front.  He  is  pro- 
tected  more  by  Interruption  In  the 
roads  than  by  his  rearguards,  who 
are  irresistibly  overwhelmed  by  out 
troops  enthusiastically  occupied  in  the 
pursuit. 

"Our  batteries,  brought  forward 
quickly  with  captured  enemy  artil- 
lery, are  intensely  shelling  the  ad-* 
versary.  firing  to  the  extreme  extent 
of  their  range.  Our  cavalry  divisions, 
having  destroyed  the  enemy  resistance 
on  the  Llvenza  and  re-established 
crossings,  are  marching  toward  the 
Tagllamento. 

"The  Sixth  Army  yesterday  entered 
into  action  with  a  brilliant  advance 
by  the  Ancona  brigade  at  the  end  of 
the  Brenta  valley,  and  this  morning 
it  attacked  the  adversary  along  tho 
whole  front. 

"The  Fourth  Army  Is  master  of  tho 
Fonsaso  valley.  The  Bologna  brig- 
ade entered   Feltre   last   night. 

"The  Twelfth  Army,  having  gone 
through  the  Quero  defile  from  tho 
mountains.  Is  Joining  up  on  the 
Plave  course  with  the  eighth  army. 
The  latter  has  descended  the  valley 
of  the  Piave  to  the  south  of  Bel- 
luno  and  has  detachments  engaged  In 
th«  Faladto  vaJ4ey.  which  our  light 
columns  are  brilliantly  encircling  by 
way   of   Farra   d'Alpago. 

"The  right  of  the  front  of  the 
Third  Army  has  been  prolonged  to- 
ward the  coast  by  a  marine  regiment, 
which  has  occupied  all  the  Intricate 
coastal  zone,  which  the  enemy  In 
I  art  flooded.  A  patrol  of  sailors  has 
reached   Caorle. 

"The  prisoners  are  continually  In- 
creasing, and  we  have  captured  more 
than  700  guns.  The  booty  taken  is 
Immense,  Its  value  being  estimated 
In  billions  of  lire." 

LONDON.  Nov.  1.— -An  official 
statement  on  the  operations  of  the 
Italian  front  Issued  tonight  says:

LONDON,  Nov.  1. — After  the  pro- 
clamation in  Budapest  Archduke  Jo- 
seph, the  representative  of  the  Em- 
peror, left  the  city,  according  to  an 
Exchange  Telegraph  dispatch  from 
Zurich.    .„ 

BASEL,  Nov.  1. — Official  announce- 
ment has  been  made  In  Budapest,  says 
a  telegram  from  the  Hungarian  cap- 
ital, today,  of  the  formation  of  a  min- 
istry under  Count  Karolyi. 

BERNE,  Oct.  31. — The  troubles  In 
Budapest '  seem  to  have  been  caused 
by  an  attempt  of  Archduke  Joseph  to 
Impose  a  military  dictatorship.  It 
would  be  premature,  however,  to  try 
to  form  an  opinion  on  the  events  which 
have  transpired,  which  are  obscure, 
and  regarding  which  explicit  informa- 
tion is  not  available. 

It  is  pointed  out  in  high  quarters 
here  that  in  addition  to  the  Berlin 
newspapers  taking  energetic  measures 
to  lnfbrm  the  German  public  of  the 
revolutionary  troubles  In  Hungary 
care  was  taken  by  the  Wolff  Bureau, 
the  semi-official  German  newa  gath- 
ering organisation,  to  transmit  the 
newa  abroad. 

The  Berlin  Vosslsche  Zeitung  prints 
a  dispatch  from  Budapest  saying  that 
a  crowd  stormed  the  military  prison 
and  released  political  and  military 
prisoners.  Revolutionary        troops 

seised  the  eastern  railroad  terminus 
and  two  troop  trains  which  were  about 
to  start  for  the  front.  The  soldiers  la 
those  trains  joined  the  Insurgents,  who 
had  machine  guns  and  enormoua 
quantities  of  arms  and  ammunition, 
and  plundered 'the  arsenals. 


COPENHAGEN.  Nov.  l.^-A 
patch  from  Vienna  printed  in 
Tageblatt.  of  Berlin,  says:

The  Im- 
perial standard  flying  before  the  Par- 
liament Building  was  then  hauled 
down  upon  the  order  of  President 
Goss,  of  the  Austrian  Lower  House. 

BASEL,  Nov.  1. — Vienna  was  quiet 
until  7  o'clock  last  night,  after  which 
there  we're  demonstrations  In  front  of 
the  Ministry  of  War,  according  to  a 
Vienna  dispatch  quoting  the  semi-of- 
ficial news  agency  which  customarily 
is  used  for  making  court  announce- 
ments. Today's  Vienna  newspapers 
deny  that  Emperor  Charles  has  left 
the  capital. 

The  Imperial  couple  are  still  in  Vi- 
enna, it  is  declared. 

An  Imperial  ordinance  authorizes  aJJ 
officers  in  the  country  to  place  them- 
selves in  the  service  of  the  armies  con- 
stituted by  the  newly-formed  Govern- 
ments, and  to  permit  the  soldiers  un- 
der their  command  to  serve  likewise. 

LONDON.  Nov.  1. — The  German- 
Bohemian  deputies  of  the  Reichrath, 
after  proclaiming  the  establishment  of 
the  state  of  German-Bohemia,  ac- 
cording to  a  Vienna  dispatch  forward- 
ed from  Amsterdam  to  the  Central 
News  Agency  entered  Into  negotiations 
with  the  Berlin  Government  with  a 
view  to  joining  German-Austria  to 
Germany. 

LONDON.  Nov.  1.— The  Austrian 
fleet  at  Pola,  the  naval  base  on  the 
Adriatic  Sea,  has  surrendered  to  the 
Southern  Slavic  Council,  according  to 
a  dispatch  received  by  the  Central 
News  Agency. 

COPENHAGEN,  Nov.  1.— Croatlane 
who  compkfc  ly  occupied  the  naval 
base  of  Flume,  on  the'  Adriatic,  have 
proclaimed  their  union  with  Italy,  ac- 
cording to  a  dispatch  from  Berlin. 

AMSTERDAM,  Nov.  1. — Before* 
Tuesday's  sitting  of  the  German-Aus- 
trian National  Assembly,  says  a  dis- 
patch from  Vienna,  dated  Wednesday, 
a  great  crowd  gathered  outside  the 
Landhaus,  where  a  meeting  was  held. 
Speeches  were  made  from  the  balcony 
and  German  national  songs  were  sung. 

Replying  to  a  deputation  which  ad- 
vocated the  formation  of  a  national 
army  to  maintain  order.  President 
Dlnghofer,  of  the  Assembly,  declared 
that  the  formation  of  an  independent 
German-Austrian  army  was  proceed- 
ing. 

LONDON,  Nov.  1. — A  German  wire- 
less dispatch  picked  up  by  the  British 
Admiralty  tonight,  says  that  according 
to  an  Imperial  official,  the  Austro- 
Hungarlan  navy  has  been  handed  over 
to  the  South  Slav  National  Council 
sitting  In  Agram. 

In  the  decree,  the  Austro-Hungarlan 
authorities  make  an  expreas  reserve 
about  the  actual  ownership  of  the 
fleet,  but  say  until  the  International 
question  is  settled  there  Is  no  objec- 
tion to  the  employment  of  national 
emblems  by  the  side  of  the  war  flag, 
after  the  transfer  to  the  council. 

In  the  transfer  of  the  Danube  flo- 
tilla to  the  Hungarian  Government,  the 
flotilla  commander  is  instructed  to 
release  non-Hungarian  members  of  the 
crews. 

COPENHAGEN.    Nov.     1.— Accord-. 
Ing  to   Hungarian   reports,   sailors  at 
Pola.  the  great  Austrian  base  on  the 
Adriatic,  have  mutinied  and  seised  the 
warships  there. 


AGREE  ON  MARITIME

MUCK  WRONGED 


Dr.  Grierson,  President  of  Fed- 
eration, Comments  on  Re- 
fusal of  Government  to  Con- 
cede War  Bonus. 


OTTAWA.  Nov.  1.— Dr.  Frank 
Qrierson,  president  of  the  Civil  Serv- 
ice Federation.  In  a  statement  Issued 
today,  states  that  the  announcement 
in  the  press  that  the  Government 
does  not  consider  the  application  of 
the  Civil  Service  Federation  for  a  war 
bonus  as  Justified  comes  as  a  shock 
to  htm.     The  statement  continues: 

"In  order  to  bring  the  salaries  of 
its  employees  up  to  the  level  of  -he 
cost  of  living,  the  Government  should 
not  only  pay  each  civil  servant  about 
12.26  a  day,  but  should  also  pay  a 
portion  of  that  amount  due  since  the 
year  1914.  Instead  of  asking  for 
that  amount.  the  federation, 
out  of  loyalty  to  the  Union  Gov- 
ernment, asked  for  $1  a  day  (less 
than  one-half).  The  Government,  It 
appears,  is  willing  to  give  only  50 
cents,  or  only  one-half  of  this.  It 
has,  on  the  other  hand,  Insisted  that 
other  employers  of  labor  shall  give 
the  full  12.25.  Knowing  the  temper 
of  the  service  as  the  officers  of  the 
Felerution  know  it.  the  Government 
Is  being  advised  to  enter  upon  a 
course  that  will  be  hazardous,  to  say 
the  least.  For  men  are  but  men.  The 
wolf  is  at  the  door  of  thousands  of 
the  homes  of  civil  servants,  while  lux- 
ury abounds  on  all  sides.  The  Gov- 
ernment orders  that  there  shall  be 
no  strikes.  Louis  gave  a  similar  or- 
der to  the  starving  peasants  of 
France. 

"Philosophically  speaking,  the 
Government  is  cursed  as  the  inheritor 
of  its  predecessors.  The  fathers  of 
Confederation  permitted  political 
patronage  to  load  the  public  service 
with  thousands  of  unnecessary  ap- 
pointments, and  the  present  innocent 
Government  in  its  generation  has  to 
pay  millions  of  dollars  as  the  cost  of 
the  folly  of  previous  governments. 
Will  the  Government  repudiate  Its 
legacy  and  responsibility  or  will  It 
pay  the   price?"

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AUSTRIA-HUNGARY'S  PLIGHT 


No  Bolshevism  baa  been  reported  In 
Germany,  but  It  to  spreading-  In  part 
of  Austria,   according-  to  a  statement 
made    by    Lord    Robert    Cecil.      The 
whole  trend  of  reports  dealing;  with 
happenings  In  Austria-Hungary  leads 
to   the   conclusion    there   are   at   least 
four  distinct  revolutions   in   progress. 
The  one  which  has  Its  headquarters 
at  Vienna  is  led   by  President  Ding- 
hofer   of   the     German-Austrian    Na- 
ional     Assembly,     while     that     which 
has     broken     out    at    Budapest     has 
found  a  head  in  Count  Karolyl,  leader 
of  the  Hungarian  Independent  Party. 
A   Czech   Government    has    been     in- 
stalled at  Prague.     The  German  Bo- 
hemians have  proclaimed   a  separate 
state.     What  sympathy,  If  any,  exists 
between  the  adherents  of  these  revo- 
lutions is  not  clear. 

There  are  many  elements  which 
have  led  to  successful  popular  upris- 
ings In  the  Dual  Monarchy.  The  food 
supply  throughout  the  country  has 
liccn  flagrantly  inadequate.  During 
ithe  early  part  of  this  year  hunger- 
dropsy  and  sheer  starvation  have  been 
rampant  in  the  German  districts  of 
'Bohemia.  The  railways  have  been 
becoming  more  and  more  disorgan- 
ized. The  deserters  from  the  army 
have  been  growing  in  number.    Whole 


and  in  Its  place  It  seems  possible  there 
will  be  reared  up  a  number  of  states, 
the  delimitations  of  which  may  create 
a  ^problem    in    Middle    Europe    worse 
than  the  age-old  Balkans.  'The  only 
way  this  result  can  be  prevented,  and 
time  allowed  for  statesmanship  to  be 
exerted,  will   be  by  a  military  occu- 
pation  by   the  Allies  of  the   territory 
which  once  was  ruled  over  by  King. 
Charles.     The  'Austro-Hungarlan  army 
Is  now  crumbling  before   the  Italian 
onslaught.     It  has  little  heart  left  for 
fighting,  realising  as  It  must  the  dis- 
integration  going   on   In   the    country 
which    sent    It    to    war.     The  Allies 
could  negotiate  directly  with  the  Aus- 
trian army  leaders  and  accept   their 
capitulation,    subsequently    occupying 
the  country  and  deciding  on  its  future 
destiny.    But  there  can  be  no  negotia- 
tions with  Austro-Hungarlan  pofltlcal 
leaders  for  the  time  being,  for  every- 
thing is  In  the  melting  pot.

.ended  to  make  the  views  of  the  peo- 
ple   friendly    towards    oppressed    na- 
:ionalitles    in    the    struggle    for    land 
and  for  linguistic  and  political  righto. 
So     terrorist     doctrines     have     been 
preached.       There     Is    sympathy    be- 
tween  the  Czech   bourgeosle   and   the 
proletariat  as  far  as  a  national   pro- 
gramme  is   concerned.      The   new   re- 
lationships existing  between  the  Ger- 
man Bohemians,  and  the  Hungarians, 
and    between    the    German    Austrian* 
ind  the  Czechs,  are  only  a  matter  of 
{peculation  to  the  outside  world. 

There   is  a  Southern   Slav  National 
Council     In     the     Slovene    capital     of 
Laibaoh,  led  by  Father  Korosec.     The 
western   Slavs   want  territory  extend- 
ing from  Dantsig  to  Trieste;  in  other 
words,  from  what  It  is  hoped  will  be 
Poland's  future   outlet  on   the  Baltic 
to   the   point   of  contact   between   the 
future      Slav      and      Italian      allies. 
Summed    up,    the    rival    ambitions    of 
the  German,  Csech.   Polish,  Jugoslav, 
and     Hungarian     nationalities    are    in 
conflict   and   out    of   the    welter    it    is 
Impossible    to   know    what    territorial 
limits    can    be    evolved,    or    whether 
there  can  be  any  stability   in  any  of 
♦.he   new   Governments   formed.      The 
German    population    is   the   dominant 
element  in  Austria.     Hungarians  dom- 
inate Hungary,   which   Is  also  inhabl- 
tated   by  Roumanians,   Germans,   Slo- 
vaks.    Croatlans    and     Serbians.       In 
Austria,  as  well  as  the  Germans,  there 
are  Bohemians  and  Moravians,  Poles, 
x  Ruthenlans  and  Slovenes. 

The  problem   of  Middle   Europe   Is 
being  intensified   by  what  is   happen- 
ing In  the  Dual  Monarchy  today.    The 
Government    which    made    overtures 
for  peace  to  the  Allies,  if  it  has  not 
already  gone   out   of  power,    is   pass- 
ing.   The  Allies,  even  if  they  are  will- 
ing,   do   not   know   who   to   negotiate 
with    in   Austria-Hungary,  unless  they 
treat   with   army   leaders   until   some 
stable   Government  comes   into   exist- 
ence.    If  the  empire  in  to  be  divided 
up  into  several  small  states  the  Allies 
will  have  to  negotiate  with  each  sep- 
arately.    The  Germans  of  Austria  are 
throwing   In   their   lot   with   Germany 
and  will  abide  by  such  terms  of  peace 
as    are    acceptable    to    Berlin.      Then, 
when  the  settlement  of  the  affairs  of 
Middle   Europe  comes  about,   it  may 
hot   be   acceptable   to   the   new   states 
which  revolution  In  Austria- Hungary 
is 'evolving,  nor  Is  there  any  guaran- 
tee," owing  to  the  polyglot  populations 
In  each,  that  these  will  not  be  light 
'.ng    with    one    another    before    many 
months  have  passed.

What  we   have  said  from   time   to 
time  within  the   past  few  weeks   on 
the   desirability   of  a  war   bonus   for 
Dominion  civil  servants  applies  with 
equal  force  to  the  employees  of  the 
Provincial    Government.      The    latter, 
we  understand,  have  stated  a  case  for 
presentation  to  the  ministers.     A  new 
schedule  of  salaries  can  hardly  be  put 
In  force  until  the  coming  session   of 
the  Legislature,  but  in  the  meantime 
the  Government  can,  and  should,  give 
a  war  bonus.     Owing  to  the  high  cost 
of  food  commodities  in  Victoria  many 
of  the  Provincial  civil  servants   here 
are    suffering.      There    are    scores    of 
clerks,    a    number    of   them    with    re- 
sponsible duties,  who  are  drawing  less 
money     per     month     than     is     being 
earned   by   laborers  in   the   shipyards, 
and  the  latter  are  Just  getting  what  is 
considered  sufficient  with  the  cost  of. 
living  what  it  is,  according  to  a  find- 
ing of  an  arbitration  board  appointed 
by  the  Dominion  Government. 

The   Provincial   Government   has   a 
Department    of    Labor    and    through 
the    facilities     it    has     for    collecting 
statistics     dealing     with     wages     paid 
throughout  the  Province  it  can  draw 
a   parallej   between   them    and     those 
paid    by  the   Government   to    its   own 
employees.     It  also  has  the  means  of 
finding  out   all   available    information 
about  the  cost  of  living.     Recently  the 
Government   recognized    the    plea   for 
larger  salaries  made  by  the  employees 
at  the  Okalla  Prison  Farm.     Increases 
were    granted.      Increases    were    also 
given  in  the  case  of  the  employees  of 
the  printing  department  of  the  Gov- 
ernment.    The   Cabinet   is,    therefore, 
on   record   in   recognizing  that   inade- 
quate salaries  are  being  paid. 

There  is  a  good  deal  of  complaint 
because  nothing  in  a  general  way  Has 
been   done   up   to   the   present.      It   is 
true   there   were   certain    increases    in 
the    last  estimates,    but   they   did    not 
apply  all  round.     The  question  of  giv- 
ing a  bonus  will  have  to  be  met  fairly 
and   squarely.      It   will   not   be   in   the 
Interests  of  British  Columbia  to  have 
a  civil  service  with  a  disgruntled  staff, 
and    we    do   not    believe   the    Govern- 
ment  will   hesitate    when    the     plain 
facts    of    the    situation    are    reviewed. 
Our     local     Government,     unlike     the 
Federal  authorities,  has  not  had  this 
matter  before  it  for  months,  nor  has 
it     evaded     the     problem     which     it 
knows  must  be  faced  and  met.      For 
some  weeks  past  it  has  been   Impos- 
sible to   hold  a  full  Cabinet  meeting, 
but    now    most    of    the    ministers    are 
in  the  city  we   hope  this  question  of 
a    bonus    for    civil    servants    will    be 
among  the  first  to  be  given  favorable 
consideration.

Dr.  Price  Is  a  busy  man  in  these  days 
and  can  be  given  the  benefit  of  the 
excuse  that  he  has  no  time  to  read 
the  newspapers.  He  had  the  power 
to  have  the  gathering  prohibited  and 
it  is  regrettable  he  did  not  exercise 
it.  We  have  no  doubt  he  would  have 
done  so  had  It  been  drawn  to  his  at- 
tention.

BELGIAN  REFUGEES 

RETURN  TO  HOMES 


BELGIAN  HEADQUARTERS  IN 
FLANDERS.  Sunday,  Oct.  27. — After 
four  years  of  exile,  the  resident!  of 
the  now  liberated  sections  of  Belgium 
are  returnlns  home.  On  all  roads 
peasants'  carta  and  other  vehicles 
loaded  with  household  goods  are  mov- 
ing north  and  east  of  the  rear  of  the 
old  battle-line.

military  age,  the  men  were  going  to 
Join  the  Belgian  army.  They  had 
suceeded  in  escaping  deportation  by 
hiding  in  cellars  and  elsewhere  when 
the   Germans  departed. 

The  population  does,  not  appear  to 
have  suffered  physically  during  the 
German  occupation.  The  women  and 
children  appear  to  be  healthy,  and 
many  declared  they  had  suffered  no 
actual  privations. 

"But  it  was  due  to  the  American 
Food  Commission,"  they  added.  "Had 
we  been  at  the  tender  mercies  of  the 
Germans,  we  should  have  starved." 

The  American  Red  Cross  and  the 
American  Food  Commission  already 
are  extending  relief.  The  reconquered 
country  is  badly  in  need  of  food  of  all 
kinds.

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FROM  EASI  SIDE 


Opportunity  Opened  to  Allies 
by  Surrender  of  Turkey — 
Means  Liberation  of  Rou- 
mania  and  Southern  Russia. 


LONDON.  Nov.  1.— An  Allied  attack 
on  Germany  from  the  Bast  was  fore- 
shadowed by  George  Nicoll  Barnes, 
member  of  the  British  War  Cabinet, 
In  a  speech  last  evening  at  the  Amer- 
ican Officers'  Club  In  London.  The 
armistice  with  Turkey  might  have 
been  signed  earlier,  Mr.  Barnes  said, 
"but  we  held  the  Turks  on  a  string." 
He  explained  that  the  Allies  were  com- 
mitted to  a  free  Arab  .state,  with 
Aleppo  as  the  capital,  and  there  was 
no  hurry  to  get  the  Turks  out  of  the 
war  until  Aleppo  was  captured. 

Mr.  Barnes  aaid  that  he  understood 
British  vessels  had  already  started 
through  the  Dardanelles.  He  conclud- 
ed: "There  now  Is  nothing  to  prevent 
the  fleet  from  going  into  the  Black 
Sea  and  up  the  Danube  to  Germany's 
back  door,  and  If  the  Germans  are  go- 
ing to  defend  their  territory  they  must 
divide  their  remaining  forces  between 
the  Western  front  and  the  back  door 
at  which  we  shall  soon  be  knocking." 

The  complete  isolation  of  Germany 
as  a  result  of  the  desertion  and  sur- 
render of  her  allies  is  commented  upon 
as  the  outstanding  feature  of  the  lat- 
est developments  in  the  "colossal 
drama  of  victory."  The  effect  of  this 
isolation  upon  her  armies,  coupled 
with  the  desperate  internal  conditions 
In  Germany,  is  regarded  almost  every- 
where as  bringing  the  end  of  the  war 
very  near,  although  in  some  quarters 
warning  is  raised  that  the  German 
army  and  navy  are  still  In  existence, 
and,  in  the  hands  of  desperate  men, 
are  formidable  and   dangerous. 

The  general  tone  of  the  comments, 
however,  indicates  a  belief  that  tbe 
Germans  must  sooner  or  later  accept 
surrender  to  the  Allied  terms.  There 
is  considerable  speculation  as  to  the 
extent  Germany  will  be  able  to  oppose' 
the  carrying  out  of  the  terms  Turkey 
has  accepted.  It  Is  unknown  whether 
German  garrisons  still  hold  the  Dar- 
danelles forts  and  other  defences  of 
Constantinople,  .  while  resistance  by 
the  Germanized  Russian  Black  Sea 
fleet  is  regarded  as  a  serious  possi- 
bility. Even  if  the  forts  are  evacu- 
ated,  passage  of  the  straits  may  not. 


is  suggested,  be  without  danger,  as 
Is  assumed  they  are  still  mined,  and 

must,  in  any  •vent,  be  swept  before 

ships  can  pass  through. 

The  Express,  however,  learns  that 
the  location  of  all  mines  Is  known  to 
the  Turks,  and  that  paper  believes 
that  when  they  undertook  to  open  the 
straits  the  Turks  also  agreed  to  help 
the  British  to  clear  the  mine  fields. 

The  Immense  possibilities  following 
the  Turkish  collapse  are  discussed  by 
ail  the  newspapers  as  affording  hope- 
ful auguries  for  the  rescue  of  Rou- 
mania  and  the  end  of  Bolsheviki 
tyranny  in  Russia. 

One  of  the  important  results  of  the 
Turkish  surrender.  The  Evening  Stan- 
dard points  out.  will  be  the  possibility 
of  coming  into  closer  contact  with 
Russia,  "and  the  rendering  of  assist- 
ance to  tbe  classes  under  which  that 
vast  state  may  be  reconstructed  finan- 
cially, socially  and  politically. 

"The  corn  of  Southern  Russia." 
continues  the  newspaper,  "will  be 
available.  It  will  bring  us  into  touch 
with  the  Roumanian  armies.  It  will 
also  release  large  military  and  naval 
forces  for  employment  elsewhere  If 
the  Kaiser  and  his  backers  decide  to 
continue  the  hopeless  struggle. 

"Coupled  with  the  breakup  of  the 
Austro-Hungarian  Empire,  it  spells 
the  complete  isolation  of  the  German 
Empire  in  the  near  future." 

Discussing  the  results  of  Turkey's 
exit  from  the  war.  The  Daily  News 
today  points  to  tbe  probability  that 
Constantinople  will  be  occupied  by 
British  forces  from  Bulgaria,  and  that 
an  Allied  fleet  will  enter  the  Black 
Sea  as  soon  as  the  Dardanelles  is 
swept  of  mines. 

"Thef  wl11  have  the  effect."  says 
the  newspaper,  "of  freeing  tbe  Rou- 
manian, and  Southern  Russian  coast 
from  the  control  of  the  once  Russian, 
but  now  German,  Black  Sea  fleet.  Tbe 
fleet  consists  of  two  dreadnoughts  and 
several  other  serviceable  vessels,  and 
may  be  Joined  immediately  by  the 
Goeben.  There  is  a  possibility  of  a 
naval  battle  of  some  magnitude,  but 
it  may  well  suit  the  Allies  to  be  con- 
tent for  the  present  with  sending  sub- 
marines through  these  straits. 

"On  land  the  actual  disappearance 
of  Turkey  and  the  imminent  disap- 
pearance of  Austria  as  belligerents 
leave  Germany  isolated  and  ringed 
about  with  enemies.  Formidable  Al- 
lied forces  are  released  for  diversion 
to  new  action  on  the  frontiers  of  Sax- 
ony and  Bavaria  or  elsewhere.  The 
case  of  Germany  sinks  from  the  des- 
perate to  the  inevitable."

If,  on  the  other 
hand,  this  line  is  not  held,  peace  in 
the  near  future  is  out  of  the  ques- 
tion. Make  this  point  clear  by  word 
of  mouth." 

Another  order  says:  "The  main  ob- 
stacle to  a  peace  of  Justice  is  the  un- 
bridled will  of  the  enemy  army  com- 
manders to  annihilate  the  Oerman 
army. 

"They  hope  to  achieve  this  by  re- 
newed attacks.  Only  by  standing  firm 
can  the  intention  of  the  enemy  army 
commanders  be  frustrated  and  the 
honorable  peace  secured.  The  enemy 
infantry  is  Inferior  in  quality  and 
without  capacity  for  resistance.  If 
we  turn  our  backs  on  them  we  are 
lost,  and  with  us  the  whole  German 
army.  If  only  everyone  stands  firm, 
our  task  is  easy  and  we  shall  be  able 
to  settle  accounts  with  the  enemy; 
but  every  man  must  stand.  That  is 
the  question." 

GENERAL  MEWBURN 
RETURNS  TO  OTTAWA 

OTTAWA.  Nov.  1. — Major-General 
Mewburn,  Minister  of  Militia,  re- 
turned to  the  Capital  today  from  a 
trip  extending  to  the  Pacific  Coast. 
The  Minister  was  present  at  Vancou- 
ver at  the  embarkation  of  the  first  de- 
tachment of  the  Canadian  Expedi- 
tionary Force  to  Siberia,  which  has 
now  reached    its   destination   safely. 

The  Minister  visited  all  the  mili- 
tary headquarters  in  the  West,  lo- 
cated at  Victoria,  Calgary  and  Win- 
nipeg, and  inquired  into  a  large  num- 
ber of  local  matters  affecting  the  de- 
partment. He  devoted  special  atten- 
tion to  the  general  programme  of 
hospitalization  in  the  Western  prov- 
inces, and  brought  back  with  him  full 
information  as  to  the  requirements 
and  the  progress  already  made.  The 
Minister  Intends  to  take  vigorous 
action  to  have  all  the  work  mapped 
out  rushed  to  completion  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment.

COPENHAGEN.  Nov.  1. — Count 
Tisza,  the  former  Hungarian  Premier, 
has  been  killed  by  a  soldier,  accord- 
ing; to  a  Budapest  dispatch  today.  The 
Count  fell  victim  to  a  revolver  shot 
while  he  was  out  walking:. 

BASEL,  Nov.  1. — Count  Tisza  was 
promenading;  with  his  family  when  he 
was  shot,  a  Budapest  dispatch  received 
here  by  way  of  Berlin  announces.  A 
woman  in  the  group  was  also  wounded. 


Count  Tisxa.  whose  life  is  reported 
ended  by  assassination,  has  long  been 
one  of  the  storm  centres  of  Hungarian 
politics.  It  has  been  charged  that 
Count  Tisza  was  one  of  the  four  men 
responsible  for  the  war,  and  the  ac- 
cusation has  been  made  that  he  in- 
stigated the  assassination  of  Arch- 
duke Ferdinand.  A  Magyar  and  Hun- 
garian to  the  core.  Count  Tisza  was 
pro-German  and  aimed  constantly  at 
the  supremacy  of  Hungary  over  Aus- 
tria wltln  the  dual  monarchy.  He  was 
born  In  1861,  youngest  son  of  Kalman 
Tisza,  a  leading  Hungarian  statesman 
who  gave  Hungary  a  consolidated 
government. 

Count  Tisza  was  twice  Premier  of 
Hungary,  from  1903  to  1905  and  from 
June  6,  1913.  to  May  23.  1917.  He 
was  the  centre  of  many  riotous  scenes 
in  the  Hungarian  Parliament  during 
his  leadership  and  in  1913  fought  at 
least  three  duels  with  political  oppo- 
nents. In  January  of  that  that  year 
he  wounded  Count  Michael  Karolyl,  a 
lifelong  and  bitter  opponent,  in  a  duel 
in  Budapest.  Up  to  his  retirement 
from  the  Premiership  he  was  opposed 
to  the  pacifists  in  Hungary. 

Within  the  last  yes-c  however,  he 
has  urged  peace  and  Th  a  speech  on 
October  19,  declared  he  no  longer  had 
any  hopes  for  an  Austro-German  vic- 
tory. 

An  unsuccessful  attempt  was  made 
to  assassinate  Count  Tisza  in  Buda- 
pest on  October  17.  His  assailant  at 
that  time  was  arrested.

TORONTO.  Nov.  1. — Ths  Minister 
of  Justice  having  suggested  to  Attor- 
ney-General Lucas  that  ths  trial  of 
Rev.  Ben  flpenos.  charged  with  hav- 
ing forbidden  matter  printed,  should 
not  be  proceeded  with,  it  is  likely  that 
the  prosecution  wfll  be  dropped.  The 
Minister  of  Justice  has  left  the  final 
decision  to  the  Attorney-General.  The 
charge  agsinst  Rev.  Mr.  Spenre  arose 
out  of  a  publication  named  "The  Para- 
site." 
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OTTAWA.  Oct.  31. — Complaints 
from  the  Okanagan  Valley  that  fruit 
districts  are  not  netting  proper  re- 
frigerator car  service  have  been  be- 
fore   the    railway    commission. 

Sir  Henry  Drayton,  chairman  of 
the  commission,  In  an  opinion  today, 
points  out  that  the  Canadian  Pacific 
liailw.iy  has  had  to  use  a  large  pro- 
portion of  refrigerator  cars  In  the 
overseas  movements  of  fresh  meats.

LONDON.  Nov.  I, — Discussing  the 
position  of  British  subjects  In  Russia 
in  the  House  of  Commons  today,  Lord 
Robert  Cecil,  Assistant  Secretary  of 
State  for  Foreign  Affairs,  said  that  the 
Government's  information  was  I  hat 
the  bloodshed  by  the  present  Gov- 
ernment of  Russia  greatly  exceeded 
anything  that  ever  took  place  under 
the  Imperial   regime. 

"There  has  been  no  pretence  of  Jus- 
tice," he  said.  "People  of  all  na- 
tionalities have  been  arrested  and  Im- 
prisoned without  any  reason  being 
given.  Moreover  there  has  been  a 
large   amount   of   casual    murder   and 


brigandage  throughout  all  of  Euro- 
pean  Russia.  There  also  has  been, 
reckless  destruction  of  all  means  of 
subsistence.  The  British  Government 
will  shrink  from  nothing  within  their 
power  to  get  every  British  subject  out 
of  the  country,  and  unquestionably 
mean  to  exact  Justice  on  the  people 
guilty  of  these  outrages  when  they  are 
able  to  get  them   in   their  power."

MONTREAL.  Nov.  1.— Hurrying 
West  on  transcontinental  trains  to- 
day several  thousand  small  glass  hot* 
ties  containing  anti-Influenza  serum 
are  on  their  way  from  the  Canadian 
Railway  War  Board  to  all  railway 
centres  In  the  West.  Free  inocula- 
tion will  be  offered  till  railway  cm* 
ployces  who  desire  the  treatment  as 
far   as  the  supply   will   go. 

There  are  now  14,000  railway  em- 
ployees off  duty  with  the  infllenza,  and 
although  It  seems  to  be  abating  in 
the  East,  It  is  stated  to  be  Just  be- 
ginning in   the   West.

MUSICIANS  AT  FRONT 

Bandmaster  Miller,  Formerly  at  Pan* 

tages,  Describes  Concerts  In 

France. 


A  day  or  two  ago  reference  was 
made  In  The  Colonist  to  the  part  taken 
by  the  combined  bands  of  the  1st 
Canadian  Division  and  the  7th  D.C. 
L.I.  in  conceits  given  In  France  but  a 
few  weeks  ago.  As  the  old  3tth  Vic- 
toria Fusiliers  Band  is  a  very  import- 
ant section  of  the  1st  Division  Band, 
the  following  particulars  furnished  by 
Bandmaster  James  M.  Miller,  one  of 
the  conductors  on  ths  Important  occa- 
sions referred  to  above,  will  be  of  in- 
terest: 

•'It  may  be  Interesting  to  know  that 
a  very  necessary  and  important  work 
is  being  catered  to  by  very  high-class 
theatrical  entertainments,"  said 
Bandmaster  Miller.  He  proceeds  to 
give  some  Idea  of  what  the  men  of  the 
88th  Fusiliers  Band,  augmented  by 
musicians  from  Vancouver  (some  of 
the  62nd,  158th.  and  231st  Battalions) 
have  been  doing.  Referring  to  the 
performance  of  August  10  at  the  Cha- 
teau de  la  Hale,  he  says: 

"A  very  special,  and  we  venture  to 
think  unique,  performance  was  pro- 
duced on  the  Western  Front  on  Au- 
gust 10.  Star  turns  of  'The  Vola- 
tlles'  (1st  Canadian  Divisional  Concert 
Party),  the  See  Toos  (2nd  Canadian 
Divisional  Party),  the  'Ver(e)y 
Lights'  and  Snipes  (two  first-class  Im- 
perial parties)  were  selected.  It  was 
very  fortunate  that  these  parties  wsre 
all  operating  in  close  proximity  to  a 
very  large  theatre  built  from  salvage 
by  the  4th  Canadian  Division,  and  on 
this  occasion  packed  as  never  before. 
The  united  verdict  after  the  concert 
was  'the  best  yet.'  Both  Vancouver 
and  Victoria  were  represented  on  the 
stage,  while  for  this  occasion  the  or- 
chestra of  the  2nd  Divisional  Party 
was  largely  augmented  by  other  mu- 
sicians, giving  a  musical  treat  in  it- 
self. Mr.  Foote,  late  of  Albert  Hall, 
London,  orchestra,  wielded  the  baton. 

"The  theatre  was  decorated  in  grand 
gala  style,  the  front  of  the  stage  being 
banked  with  flowers  and  ablaze  with 
bunting,  surmounted  by  a  large  maplo 
leaf  in  a  frame.

PREMER  BACK  FROM 


REGINA  CONFERENCE 


Heads  of  Four  Western  Prov- 
inces Discussed  Settlement 
and  Kindred  Subjects  With 
Federal  Minister. 


After  an  abaanSe  of  nearly  three 
weeks  during  which  ha  attended  at 
Reglna  a  conference  of  the  Prem- 
iers of  the  four  Weatern.  Provinces, 
with  Hon.  J.  A.  Calder,  Federal 
Minister  of  Immigration  and  Colon- 
ization, and  afterwards,"  oh  his  re- 
turn to  the  Province/  apent  soma  time 
visiting  a  number  of  Interior  points. 
Premier  Oliver  arrived  back  at  his 
office  yesterday  morning.  He  was 
not  expected  back  until  Sunday  but 
curtailed  his  visit  to  the  interior  by 
two  days  owing  to  the  prevalence  of 
the  influenza  epidemic. 

At  the  Reg-ina  conference  chief 
discussion  took,  place  on  the  subject 
of  settlement  and  the  beat  steps  to 
be  taken  following  the  war  in  deal- 
ing with  Immigration  and  kindred 
matters.  There  was  manifest.  Prem- 
ier Oliver  stated,  a  feeling  on  the 
part  of  the  three  Prairie  Provinces 
that  relief  from  the  high  protective 
tariffs  and  excessive  freight  rates 
must  be  had  if  the  agricultural  in- 
dustry and  production  is  to  be  bet- 
tered. Before  the  conference  ad- 
journed a  resolution  calling  upon  Sir 
Robert  Borden  to  hold  a  conference 
of  Provincial  Premiers  at  which 
some  (def)nite  policies  relating  to  land 
settlement  might  be  formulated,  was 
passed.  Subsequently  Sir  Robert 
acquiesced  In  the  suggestion  and 
flxed  such  a  conference  for  the  19th 
Inst. 

*  River    Hunk    Protection 

On  his  return  *to  B.  C.  Premier 
Oliver  made  a  stay  at  Golden  where 
he  met  the  local  Board  of  Trade 
and  heard  their  representations  rela- 
tive to  the  completion  of  the  Banff- 
Windermere  Road  and  more  adequate 
protection  for  the  river  banks  there, 
In  respect  of  both  of  which  sub- 
jects the  Premier  promised  full 
consideration.  The  Premier  at  Gol- 
den addressed  a  public  gathering 
touching  upon  Provincial  affairs  and 
outlining  the  government's  policies 
thereon. 

Premier  Oliver  Is  strongly  averse 
to  the  present  system  whereunder 
river  bank  protection  is  done  in  a 
haphazard  and  piecemeal  manner, 
some  by  the  province,  some  by  the 
Dominion  and  some  by  the  Munici- 
palities. Only  a  comprehensive  plan 
can  get  results  and  if,  at  present, 
such  a  broad  scheme  cannot  be  car- 
ried Into  effect  for  monetary  rea- 
sons, then  it  would  be  economy,  he 
thinks,  to  leave  the  work  undone 
altogether  until  .such  time  as  a  pro- 
per plan  can  be  inaugurated  and 
carried    into    effect. 

A  week  was  spent  by  the  Premier 
at  Halycon  Springs,  and  then  he 
went  to  Nelson,  where  he  met  a 
number  of  deputations  and  a  meeting 
was  held  at  which  the  Premier  dis- 
cussed with  the  local  business  men 
many  subjects  of  importance  bearing 
upon  development,  soldier  settle- 
ment, etc.,  those  present  expressing 
the  belief  that  such  discussions, 
shorn  of  any  political  tinge,  were 
productive  of  great  good  and  make 
for  a  better  understanding  between 
the  people  and  the  government,  an 
opinion  concurred  in  by  the  Premier. 

Visits  were  also  made  to  Kaslo, 
New  Denver,  Slocan  City  and  Ross- 
land.  At  the  latter  point  the  local 
medical  authorities  urged  the  neces- 
sity of  a  supply  of  liquor  and  the 
Premier  wired  the  department  com- 
municating the  necessities  of  the 
town. 

At  Trail  Premier  Oliver  was  pilot- 
ed about  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Scholfleld. 
Conservative  member  for  the  district, 
and  at  Pernio  the  question  of  river 
bank  protection  was  again  brought 
to  his  attention  by  the  city  authori- 
ties nnd  a  deputation  of  miners 
waited  upon  him  and  presented  a 
number  of  suggestions  for  better  con- 
ditions in  the  mines,  one  enthusiastic 
member  of  the  deputation  suggesting 
that  the  government  might  well  take 
over  and  operate  the  mines. 

It  was  the  Premier's  Intention  to 
go  back  to  Nelson,  but  the  prevailing 
epidemic  had  so  closed  up  the  or- 
dinary business  activities  that  he  cut 
short  his  trip  and  came  back  to  Vic- 
toria, fortunate  In  that  he  himself 
escaped  the  epidemic  which  prevail- 
ed at  practically  every  centre  he 
visited. 


Board  of  Examiners  Remains— The 
Board  of  Trade  has  received  from 
Capt.  G.  E.  L.  Robertson,  of  the  Ma- 
rine and  Fisheries  Department,  a 
statement  explaining  the  status  of 
the  examining  board  for  masters  and 
mates.  The  board,  he  points  out,  has 
not  been  moved  to  Vancouver,  as  has 
been  reported.  Applicants  for  exam- 
ination will  be  dealt  with  by  Captain 
Robertson.

A  request  for  an  all-year-round 
fixed  school  day  commencing  at  9 
a.m.  and  finishing  at  3  p.m.  Js,  it  Is 
uaderstood,  being  made  by  the  Vic- 
toria Teachers'  Association  through 
the  School  Board,  and  the  matter 
will  probably  be  dealt  with  at  the 
next  meeting  cf  the  trustees. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  the  matter 
was  broached  by  the  Provincial  Exe- 
cutive of  the  Teachers'  Association 
last  April  in  their  conference  with 
the  Hon.  Dr.  MacLean,  Minister  of 
Education,  and  Dr.  Alex.  Robinson. 
Superintendent  of  Education.  The 
text  of  the  resolution  brought  for- 
ward at  that  time  waa  in  effect  that 
the  school  hours  be  changed  and 
made  from  9  a.m.  to  3  p.m.  all  the 
year  round,  thus  replacing  the  exist- 
ing rule,  vis.,  that  the  school  day 
commence  at  9  a.m.  and '  finish  at 
3.30  p.m.  from  September  1  to  No- 
vember 1;  from  November  1  to  March 
1  commence  at  9.30  a.m.  and  close 
at  S  p.m.;  and  from  March  1  until 
the  Summer  holidays  return  to  the 
hours    9-3.30. 

The  reply  given  by  the  Minister 
at  that  time  was  a  negative.  It  was 
pointed  out  that  the  adoption  of  such 
a  rule  as  that  suggested  whlfe  per- 
haps beneficial  to  the  teachers  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  Province  would 
prove  highly  inconvenient  to  teach- 
ers and  pupils  in  the  northern  part 
of  British  Columbia  where  the  days 
are  so  much  shorter  In  the  Winter 
time. 

The  department  recommended  that 
the  teachers  in  the  cities  where  the 
change  was  desired  might,  through 
their  local  school  boards,  secure  a 
local  ruling  on  the  matter  which 
would    prove    satisfying. 

Some  years  ago   the  Victoria  High 
School      succeeded      In      getting      the 
principle    of   the   all-year-round    0    to 
3  o'clock  hours  In  operation,  and  ob- 
viously   the    teachers      and      students 
alike  are  quite  pleased  with  the  con- 
ditions.  The   rest  of   the   city   schools 
may  presently  be  operating  under  the 
same  system  If  the  present  move  on 
the  part  of  the  teachers  Is  successful. 
In   view   of   the   fact   that   the   city 
schools  have  been  closed  for  the  past 
three   weeks   or   more   and    have    lost 
valuable  time  through  this  unfortun- 
ate circumstance  It  Is  not  Improbable 
that  the  school  board,  when  It  comes 
to   a   consideration    of   the     question, 
will  weigh  the  obvious  advantages  in 
the   scale    of  argument    favorable   to 
the    adoption    of    the    proposal.      For 
the  next  four  months,  beginning  with 
November,  the  school  hours  would  be 
from    9.30    to    3    o'clock    under      the 
existing  system.      This  is  a  school  day 
of  only  five  and  a  half  hours.    Should 
the  school  board  sees  fit  to  adopt  the 
proposed      change     immediately     the 
school    hours      for      the      next      four 
"months   would   be   from    9   to   3,    or  a 
school   day  of   six   hours.      This   Is   a 
difference  of  half  an  hour  daily.     By 
a    simple    process    of    calculation    It 
will  be  seen  that  in  four  months  of 
twenty- two   school    days    per    month, 
forty-four    hours     or     exactly     eight 
sehool  days  of  five  and  a  half  hours 
length,  as  there  would  be  if  the  old 
system    went   into    effect,     would     be 
added   to   the      study      period,      thus 
minimising  the   drawback   occasioned 
.by  the  closing  of  the  schools  during 
the  period  of  the  epidemic. 

Vancouver  and  New  Westminster 
teachers,  it  Is  understood,  are  agree- 
able to  a  change  along  the  same 
lines,  and  if  the  Victoria  teachers  are 
successful  In  their  presentation  of 
the  case  they  may  be  the  pioneers  In 
a  movement  which  will  extend  to  a 
great  majority  of  the  schools  of  the 
Province.

MAY  ASK  CONTROL  OF 
PEACE  RIVER  BLOCK 


That  Will  Probably  Be  Sugges- 
tion Advanced  by  Premier 
Oliver  at  Forthcoming  Ot- 
tawa Conference, 


Premier  Oliver  expects  to  leave 
Victoria  about  the  12th  Inst,  for  -Ot- 
tawa where,  with  Hon.  T.  D.  Pattullo. 
Minister  of  Lands,  be  will  attend  the 
conference  at  which  the  provincial 
-Eremlers  will  meet  81r  Robert  Bor- 
den and  members  of  the  Federal 
/Cabinet  and  discuss  a  number  of  vital 
problems  arising  out  of  the  recon- 
struction plans  which  must  be  formu- 
lated if  the  Dominion  is  to  be  pre- 
pared  when    demobilization   comes. 

Cihef  of  these  problems  are,  un- 
doubtedly, the  co-ordinating*  of  the 
Provincial  and  Federal  land  policies 
for  returned  soldiers,  the  formula- 
tion of  a  settlement  policy  for  the 
after-the-war  period  when  Immigra- 
tion aagin  becomes  active,  and  the 
question,  of  the  absorption  of  the  sol- 
diers intp  the  civil  life  of  the  coun- 
try. 

Poaco  River  Lands 
There  are,  however,  a  number  of 
other  matters  which,  while  not  com- 
ing directly  under  the  head  of  de- 
mobilization are  yet  of  great  import- 
ance In  the  reconstruction  scheme 
Chief  of  these  is  the  mater  of  hand- 
ing over  to  the  various  provinces  of 
the  natural  resources  now  controlled 
by  the  Dominion.  At  the  recent  con- 
ference, held  at  Regina  the  Premiers 
of  the  four  Western  provinces  met 
Hon.  J.  A.  Calder,  Federal  Minister 
of  Immigration  and  Colonization, 
this  subject  was   discussed. 

British  Columbia  now  owns  her 
own  natural  resources  and,  there- 
fore, should  the  plan  proposed  be 
carried  into  effect,  some  considera- 
tion to  British  Columbia  should  be 
paid.  While  Premier  Oliver  is  not 
yet  prepared  to  formulate  any  spe- 
cific plan  to  be  presented  by  him-, 
self  when  he  attends  the  Ottawa 
conference  which  will  convene  i  on 
the  19t  hinat.,  yet  it  Is  probable  that 
one  request  he  will  proffer  Is  that 
the  Dominion  could  well  hand  over 
to  the  Province  the  land  included  In 
what  is  known  as  the  Peace  River 
block,  an  area  now  held  by  the 
Dominion  and  containing  some 
3,000,000  acres  of  excellent  agricul- 
tural land  in  a  section  that,  within 
a  few  years,  will  be  attratclng  thou- 
sands   of    settlers. 

Railway  Belt 
There  is,  too,  the  railway  belt  now 
under  .  control  of  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment. Its  administration,  the 
Premier  believes,  should  be  brought 
under  the  control  of  the  provincial 
authorities,  and  while  not,  probably, 
of  great  value  as  an  asset  from  the 
agricultural  standpoint,  yet  under, 
existing  conditions  of  administration 
matters  are  not  wholly  satisfactory 
from   the   provincial  standpoint. 

In  line  with  the  policy  of  the  gov- 
ernment announced  by  the  Premier 
at  the  last  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, It  Is  the  desire  of  the  govern- 
ment that  all  suggestions  for  new 
legislation  should  be  presented  to  the 
government  as  early  .as  possible  in 
order  that  due  consideration  may  be 
given  thereto  and  the  rush  which 
hitherto  has  characterized  the  days 
immediately  preceding  and  following 
the  opening  of  the  session  may  be 
eliminated  as  far  as  possible.  The 
government  is  not  disposed  to  con- 
sider matters  requiring  legislation, 
once  the  se-sion  commences,  and  for 
that  reason.  Premier  Oliver  states, 
those  Interests  or  public  organizations 
and  others  who  are  counting  upon 
approaching  the  government  for  new 
legislation  or  changes  In  existing 
laws  should  present  their  respective 
requests  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment  in  order  that  ample  consid- 
eration   thereof    may    be    had. 

It  is  likely,  the  Premier  states, 
that  the  session  will  be  summoned 
to  convene  about  the  middle  of 
January.  That  has  been  the  practice 
hitherto,  except  during  the  past  two 
years  when  It  was  over  a  month  later 
before  the  House  got  down  to  busi- 
ness.

It  has  not  often  happened  in  Vic- 
toria that  anything  haa  prevented  the 
playing  of  soccer  in  due  season.  Once 
or  twice  exceptionally  severe  weather 
has  made  it  impossible  for  the  fix- 
tures to  be  carried  out.  but  this  ia 
probably  the  first  time  in  Victoria 
soccer  history  that  an  epidemic  has 
put  a  stop  to  the  game.  Today,  how- 
aver,  sad  to  relate,  there  will  be  no 
league  aoccer,  and  thla  in  a  season 
when  a  ten-team  league  has  been 
formed.  Illness  has  attacked  a  num- 
ber of  the  players  and  quarantine 
t\M  Interfered  with  others  appearing 
>n»  the    football    field. 

However,  the  leaders  of  the  league 
up  to  the  time  of  suspension,  the 
Kragroents  from  France,  have  ones 
more  shown  their  hardiness,  and  are 
In  a  position  to  be  able  to  carry  on 


as  usual,  and  they  have  been  able 
to  arrange  a  friendly  game  for  to- 
day with  the  Imperial  Munitions 
Board  team.  The  game  will  take 
place  at  Oak  Bay,  kick-off  at  3 
o'clock. 


CHARLIE  BELL  IS 

DEAD  OF  INFLUENZA 

SEATTLE.  Nov.  1.— Charlie  Bell, 
well  known  up  and  down  the  Coast 
as  a  former  weatherweight  and  a 
newspaper  artist,  died  In  San  Fran- 
cisco of  Influenza  several  days  ago,  It 
was  learned  today. 

Bell  was  one  of  the  best  men  in 
the  four-round  game  a  few  years 
back,  meeting  the  leading  feather- 
weights when  at  his  best.  He  was 
employed  on  the  Post-Intelltgencer 
for  over  a  year,  during  which  time 
he  often  boxed  at  local  gymnasiums, 
but  never  entered  the  ring.  Bell 
fought  under  the  name  of  Frankie 
Rogers. 


DUCKS  AND  SNIPE 
IN  SEASON  TODAY 


Tomorrow  Is  Last  Day  for 
Shooting  Grouse  —  Limit 
Bags  of  Pheasants  Have 
Been  Plentiful  During  Week, 


Today  is  the  first  day  of  the  sea- 
son on  which  It  is  lawful  to  shoot 
ducks,  snipe  and  plover  (except  wood 
and  elder  duck)  on  Vancouver  Island 
and  adjacent  Islands.  Geese  and 
Brant  do  not  come  in  for  another 
tWo  weeks,  the  open  season  for 
those  birds  beginning  on  November 
16.  Sunday  is  the  last  day  on  which 
it  is  lawful  to  shoot  grouse.  It  is 
hardly  likely,  however,  that  many 
guns  will  be  out  In  search  of  the 
"blues"  as  the  pheasant  and  quail 
season  Is  now  open,  and  birds  are 
plentiful.  Should  tomorrow  be  any- 
thing like  a  fine  day  there  will  no 
doubt  be  a  great  exodus  of  hunter 
after  the  "ringnecks."  as  last  week- 
end the  weather  was  so  rough  that 
only  the  hardiest  of  local  sportsmen 
braved  the  elements  and  paid  the 
price  of  a  wet  skin  for  a  fair  bag  of 
game. 

Limit  Bags  the  Rule 

During  the  week,  those  sportsmen 
who  have  been  able  to  get  out  and 
try  their  luck  have  done  very  well 
with  the  pheasants,  limit  bags  being 
the  rule  rather  than  the  exception, 
particularly  in  the  Duncan  district 
and  further  north  of  the  line  of  the 
Esquimau  A  Nanalmo  Railway. 
Twenty-four  pheasants  for  four  days' 
outing  was  the  satisfactory  result  of 
one  shooter's  holiday,  and  others 
have  done  equally  well.  As  for  the 
quail  they  are  everywhere,  and  after 
a  man  has  got  his  limit  of  pheasants 
they  afford  some  pretty  shooting  In 
the  right  sort  of  country  to  All  In 
the  balance  of  the  day.  So  that,  If 
some  of  the  numerous  hunters  who 
found  the  blue  grouse  shooting  rather 
disappointing  this  year  were  inclined 
to  grouse  a  bit  themselves  and  blame 
the  policy  of  the  game  board  In 
sticking  to  the  middle  of  the  month 
for  the  opening  date  for  grouse,  they 
have   the  opportunity  now  to  get  In 
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better  humor  with  themselves  by 
knocking  over  a  few  of  the  longtalls 
and  burning  up  shells  trying  to  get 
the   limit   of  twenty    quail. 

Taking  It  all  In  all  local  devotees 
of  the  shotgun  have  had  little  cause 
for  ocmplaint  these  last  two  seasons 
at  any  rate.  Last  year*  was  an  ex- 
ceptionally good  one  for  blue  grouse, 
as  there  was  an  unusually  fine  crop 
of  berries,  which  kept  the  birds  well 
down  for  a  longer  period  than  usual, 
and  it  was  not  necessary  to  go  away 
back  Into  the  tall  timbers  of  the  high- 
er levels  to  get  a  good  bag.  The 
wise  ones,  who  did  not  mind  a  little 
extra,  climbing,  did  quite  well. 
Good  Stocks  of  Game 

This  year  is  proving  an  exception- 
ally good  one  for  pheasants.  and 
quail,  and  next  year,  judging  from 
the  stock  of  blrda  now.  there  should 
not  only  be  plenty  of  blue  grouse  If 
we  get  a  suitable  season  for  shooting, 
but  also  a  fine  stock  of  willow  grouse, 
which  are  reported  plentiful  this 
year,  and,  being  protected,  should 
multiply  Into  a  One  stock  by  next 
season.  A  month  at  the  pheasants 
should  not  be  too  long  to  leave  a 
quite  sufficient  number  for  breeding, 
and,  unless  a  very  hard  Winter  ia 
ahead,  there  should  be  another  fine 
season    next   year. 

Although  ducks  are  legally  in  to- 
day there  are  not  likely  to  be  many 
shot  yet  In  the  southern  districts  of 
Vancouver  Island  at  any  rate.  The 
weather  has  been  altogether  too  mild 
to  bring  then*  down  from  the  north, 
and.  although  there  may  be  a  few 
birds  shot,  duck-shooting  will  hardly 
begin  in  earnest  for  some  weeks  yet 
— "when  the  chilly  winds  do  blow." 
The   Bird    Sanctuary 

There  seems  to  be  still  some  Ig- 
norance abroad  concerning  the  bird 
sanctuary  declared  at  Elk  Lake  by 
the  game  board.  Either  that,  or 
some  hunters,  seeing  pheasants  there 
In  great  numbers,  are  inclined  to 
take  a  sporting  chance,  not  only  with 
the  pheasants,  but  also  with  the 
game  wardens,  One  or  two  have 
taken  the  latter  chance,  and  lost  at 
the  game,  and  will  in  consequence 
have  to  put  in  an  appearance  in  the 
provincial  police  court  on  Monday. 
The  sanctuary  is  not  one  merely  for 
duel*  and  geese  but  for  all  birds 
whatsoever,  game  and  otherwise,  and 
the  district  protected  compriaea  the 
whole  of  the  Elk  Lake  watershed 
owned  by  the  city.  Notices  of  warn- 
ing have  been  generously  posted  In 
conspicuous  places  and  the  sanctuary 
Is  being  carefully  watched. 

Pheasants  are  In  great  numbers  In 
the  bush  land  arojjnd  Beaver  Lake, 
which  Is  Included  In  the  sanctuary! 
In  fact  so  plentiful  that  the  opinion 
has  been  expressed  that  they  will 
before  long  become  ao  numeroua  as 
to  be  a  nuisance  to  the  farmers  in 
the  vicinity  and  will  have  to  be  thin- 
ned out.  However  that  may  be.  they 
are  privileged  birds  at  present  and  a 
shot  at  them  Is  likely  to  prove  too 
expensive  to  be  worth  the  risk.

BAN  ON  PRO-H0CK€Y? 


Rumor   Has    it    Federal    Government 

Will  Prevent  Professional  Game 

This  Season. 


TORONTO,  Nov.  1. — It  has  been 
Intimated  here  for  the  past  few  days 
that  the  Federal  Government  con- 
templates putting  a  ban  on  profes- 
sional hockey  for  the  coming  season, 
says  the  Globe  today.  Complaints 
have  reached  Ottawa  to  the  effect 
that  some  of  the  well  known  profes- 
sional players  are  being  excused  when 
drafts  of  their  military  units  are 
being  sent  overseas.

Last  night  in  Ottawa  the  depart- 
ment of  Justice,  which  would  receive 
and  administer  such  complaints,  is- 
sued a  statement  that  nothing  of  the 
kind  had  been  brought  to  their  notice.

ICARUS  TAKES  TO  WING 

(London    Dally   Chronicle.) 


In  the  early  days  of  Osborne, 
Admiral  Sir  Rosslyn  Wemyss  said 
proudly  and  gladly  and  laughingly 
that  the  little  cadets  at  that  college 
were  admirals  in  all  but  experience. 

It  Is  the  same  with  Icarus.  After 
being  handled  by  the  soldier,  the 
schoolmaster,  and  the  gunner,  he  is 
an  airman  in  all  but  experience.  He 
arrives  on  his  first  aerodrome  a  mas- 
ter of  the  theory  of  fight,  knowing 
exactly  how  to  meet  wind  changes, 
how  to  use  the  ring-sight,  how  to 
climb  above  his  enemy,  how  to  awoop 
down  -with  a  burst  of  machine-gun 
fire  for  a  convoy  on  the  road,  and, 
above  all,  how  to  land  without  break- 
ing his  propeller  or  crushing  hia 
under  carriage.  But  the  brain  may 
be  crammed  with  theories  and  the 
soul  remain  a  fool  of  the  first  water. 

Poor  Icarus  has  now  to  learn 
whether  his  learning  is  of  any  use  to 
him.  I  pity  him  If  his  nerves  give 
way,  for  in  that  case,  not  only  is  all 
hia  painful  learning  like  to  be  wasted, 
but  he  Is  sent  to  an  establishment 
about  which  I  will  say  little,  but  an 
establishment  in  which  medical  the- 
ories run  such  Bedlamite  riot  that  he 
who  answers  with  an  affirmative  the 
question  "Are  you  fond  of  solitude?" 
is  Judged  to  be  a  person  fit  only  for 
the  alienist.  However,  the  percentage 
of  cadets  whose  nerves  give  way  at 
the  test  of  experience  in  small,  and 
a  sympathetic  instructor  should  very 
easily  put  them  right. 

First  Flights 

It  Is  In  fact,  not  difficult  to  fly.  I 
cannot  Imagine  that  a  youth  of  even 
Indifferent  health  should  And  the 
smallest  difficulty  in  acquiring  this 
art.  Difficulty  begins  in  trying  to  fly 
well.  There  is  flying  and  flying. 
After  an  hour  Of  observation  any 
intelligent  observer*  on  the  ground 
should  be  able  to  detect  the  difference 
between  the  ordinary  airman  and  the 
master.  The  master  (very  often  a 
joyoua  boy  of  two-and-twenty)  la 
someone  for  whom .  admiration  has 
no  bounds. 

Icarus  goes  up  for  the  first  time  as 
a  passenger,  or,  as  the  pilot  calls  all 
such  baggage  In  his  machine,  even  the 
one-winged  observer,  aa  a  boche.  He 
sits  still  and  feels  what  is  happening 
to  him.  When  he  has  schooled  his 
nerves  in  this  way.  and  after  he  had 
taxied  a  machine  along  the  ground  for 
an  hour  or  two,  he  goes  up  In  a  ma- 
chine fitted  with  dual  control,  a  master 
pilot  ready  to  correct  his  mistakes  and 
to  give  him  confidence.  These  two 
men,  sitting  tandem,  make  a  fine  pic- 
ture as  the  machine  run  along  the 
grass  with  its  engine  roaring  away 
like  the  Day  of  Judgment,  ita  planes 
dipping,  this  slds  and  that,  and  then 
gradually  wobbles  up  a  few  Inches 
from  the  ground,  and  then,  skimming 
a  hedge  and  nearly  knocking  over  a 
haystack,  climbs  Into  tho  windy  air. 
What  courage  on  the  part  of  the  pilot! 
What  unimaginable  thrills  In  the  heart 
of  the  pupil! 

And  up  there  In  the  blustering  grey 
of  the  sky  Icarus  finds  himself  at 
school.  Telephone  receivers  are  fit- 
ted to  his  ears,  and  as  he  moves  hid 
hand  and  feet  he  hears  a  loud  voice 
telling  htm  that  the  voice  of 
his  schoolmaster,  a  schoolmaster 
takes  the  air  for  hie 
aad  who  Is  am  eahn  and 
up  there,  even  with  I 
tee  his  psjpU,  as  any

Sometimes  thia  Instruc- 
tion is  given  gently  and  with  encour- 
agement, sometimes  with  bitterness 
and  scorn;  It  depends  upon  the  tem- 
perament of  Icarus.  But  whatever 
his  temperament,  Icarus  soon  learns 
that  there  is  a  difference  between 
flying  and  flying  well,  and  he  Is  pre- 
served at  all  costs  from  the  moat  dan- 
gerous fault  of  the  young  pilot — self- 
satisfaction. 

When  be  Is  considered  a  sufficient

Report  of  Provincial  Board  Pays 
Tribute  to  Awakening  Sense 
in  Public—People  Realizing 
Death-Rate  Can  Be  Limited.

'The  health  propaganda  In  the 
Province,  aa  well  aa  In  tha  Dominion 
aa  a  whole,  haa  been  wonderfully  as- 
sisted by  tha  fact  that  probably  every 
Canadian  haa  fome  friend  In  tha 
•rmy,  and  everything  In  connection 
with  tha  work  of  oar  roan  Is  eacerly 
road  and  discussed.  Natarally  thoaa 
Immediately  related  to  the  men  are 
very  much  Interested  In  their  envi- 
ronment In  the  camps,  la  the  condi- 
tions surrounding  them  whan  tbay 
are  travelling,  and  particularly  their 
modes  of  life  at  the  front  During 
the  present  war,  with  millions  of  men 
In  the  field  and  living  under  the  high* 
est  pressure  of  effort,  both  mental 
and  physical,  ths  reports  of  deaths 
from  dlseaae  have  shown  a  small  per- 
centage of  the  total  eaaualtlee  of  the 
army.  This  has  been  brought  about 
by  strict  observance  of  health  regu- 
lation*. Insistence  upon  aanltary  sur- 
roundings, and  the  Inoculation  of  the 
men  against  ths  Inroads  of  infectious 
diseases.  The  people  of  Canada  are 
beginning, to  realise  that  within  nat- 
ural limitations  any  community  can 
determine  Its  own  death-rate.'' 

This  tribute  to  the  awakening 
"health"  sense  which  le  coming  to  the 
public  at  large  is  given  by  Dr.  H.  K. 
Young,  provincial  officer  of  health.  In 
his  annual  report,  dated  July  SI,  to 
the  Provincial  Secretary.  Hon.  J.  D. 
MacLean.  The  report  Is  ths  twenty- 
second  of  Us  kind  from  the  Provin- 
cial Board  of  Health.  Including  the 
seventh  report  of  the  vital  statistics 
department.  Hereafter  the  report  will 
be  submitted  in  June  instead  of  Janu- 
ary, aa  hitherto,  and  to  make  way  for 
the  change  the  present  pamphlet  cov- 
jra  only  the  first  six  months  of  the 
year  1918.  time  dating  the  subsequent 
-eport  from  July  I,  ltll,  to  June  30 
next.    ■  , 

Healthy  Climate 

The  Provincial  Health  Officer  In 
iubmltting  the  gratifying  report  does 
not  overlook  the  advantages  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  climatically  as  condu- 
ivc  to  a  low  death  .rate.  The  abun- 
lant  supply  of  pure  water  and  the 
argely  outdoor  life  led  by  the  people 
of  this  Province  are  contributing  fac- 
ors  to  this  happy  state. 

The  Importance  of  co-operation  be- 
ween  the  Board  of  Health,  the  medi- 
an professon  and  the  general  pub- 
lic is  emphasised.  The  medical  pro- 
fession, Incidentally,  is  accused  of 
laxity  in  regard  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Health  Act  In  reference  to  the 
reporting  of  Infectious  disease,  of 
which  the  Provincial  Health  Officer 
hua  this  to  say: 

"It  has  been  a  source  of  constant 

anxiety  on  our  part  to  note  that  the 

profession  does  not  seem  to  recognize

A  number  of  recommendations  of  a 
rep*  sound  nature  are  made.  Super- 
vision of  the  work  of  the  hospitals. 
Dr.  Toung  maintains,  mint  come 
more  directly  under  the  purview  of 
the  Government.  In  co-operating 
.vith  the  physicians  the  hospital  must 
become  mors  of  a  health  centre  in 
.he  community.  Ths  staff  of  the 
sospltala,  too,  must  be  educated  In 
health  matters,  and  house-to-house 
voik  must  be  carried  out  in  order 
hat  the  purpose  of  the  regulations 
.  >f  the  Board  of  Health  may  he  ex- 
plained to  the  people. 

Fighting  Tuberculosis 

As  might  be  expected  In  any  com- 
prehensive health  report  the  question 
of  tuberculosis  comes  In  for  special 
treatment: 

"Clearly  in  British  Columbia  If  we 
want  to  give  effect  to  the  measures 
Instituted  by  yourself  we  must  be 
notified  of  active  cases  of  tubercu- 
losis and  havs  these  registered.  This

Rural  sanitation,  proper  milk  in- 
spection, physical  examination  of  all 
toad  handlers  and  Inspection  of  meth- 
ods of  food  handling,  supervision  of 
slaughter  kg  skis,  and  other  subjects 
important  in  ths  discussion  of  health 
matters  soma  up  for  review,  aad  the 
provincial  officer  of  health  recom- 
mends that  the  municipalities  he  em- 
powered to  pass  laws  requiring  ths 
slaughtering  of  animals  within  pre- 
scribed limits,  co-operation  of  oper- 
ators of  small  abattoirs,  and  control 
of  Inspection  of  farm-killed  animals. 


In  his  report  the  Provincial  aanl- 
tary Inspector  suggests  that  Immedi- 
ate steps  he  taken  to  Insist  on  the  In- 
stallation of  approved  chlorinating 
plants  for  •rty  public  water-supply 
or  reservoir.  In  spite  of  the  most 
drastic  laws  or  regulations  to  protect 
a  watershed  area  an  absolute  cer- 
tainty is  quite  Impossible  unless  the 
watershed  is  owned  entirely  by  the 
municipality  or  party  distributing  the 
water,  he  avers. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Provin- 
cial Secretary,  Mr.  Do  Grey  reports. 
that  the  inspection  of  logging,  mining, 
and  quarry  camps  In  unorganized  dis- 
tricts throughout  the  Province  here- 
after win  be  handled  in  a  more  thor- 
ough, systematic  and  lean  expensive 
manner  than  la.  previous  years.  The 
economic  as  well  as  sanitary  advan- 
tages of  such  a  "logging  camp  de 
luxe"  as  that  provided  for  use  by  ths 
Capllano  Timber  Company  ore  indi- 
cated. The  healthful  character  Of 
the  accommodation  has  resulted  in  an 
overplus  of  applications  from  would- 
bs  employees  ■  an  unusual  condition 
In  most  camps  at  ths  present  time. 

In  his  report  of  hospital  inspection 
Mr.  Ds  Orey  states  that  during  the 
past  few  months  two  new  licences 
have  been  issued  for  matsrnity  homes, 
one  at  Victoria  and  ons  at  Kam- 
loops.  . 

School  Inspection 

"Since  the  inception  of  the  inspec- 
tion of  schools  one  cannot  but  help 
being  struck  by  ths  optimistic  tons 
of  the  reports  and-  the  improvement 
of  the  conditions  of  many  of  the 
pupils  now  in  comparison  with  the 
condition  found  when  the  work  was 
begun,"  states  Dr.  Toung  In  connec- 
tion with  hie  report  on  this  phase  of 
his  work.  Msdloal  inspectors  are 
paid  for  their  work,  and  in  the  ma- 
jority of  cases  the  responsibility  for 
the  proper  performance  of  the  du- 
ties required  has  been  fully  recog- 
nised by  the  inspectors.  The  one  de- 
fect which  he  has  noticed  is  that  tin- 
der the  conditions  of  ths  School  Act 
ths  physician  who  makes  the  ex- 
amination Is  debarred  from  attend- 
ing the  case,  with  the  result  that 
while  the  defect  may  he  recognised 
snd  the  parents'  atentlon  called  to  it 
they  may  not  realise  the  necessity 
of  having  the  defect  corrected.

The  principal  comment  heard  in  the 
United  States  capital  regarding  Presi- 
dent Wilson's  appointment  of  John 
William  Davis  of  West  Virginia  as 
Ambassador  to  the  Court  of  St. 
James'  Palace  is:  "Why?"  This  Is 
not  said  In  any  critical  sense.  It 
merely  reflects  the  natural  bewilder- 
ment of  the  average  citizen  over  the 
designation  to  ths  most  Important 
diplomatic  post  in  the  control  of  the 
State  Department  of  a  man  who  had 
never  had  any  previous  diplomatic  ex- 
perience, and  who  had  never  been 
reckoned  with  as  a  likely  candidate 
for  the  place.  The  general  expecta- 
tion had  been  that  the  President 
would  select  to  succeed  Mr.  Page  a 
man  of  international  reputation. 
whose  name  would  mean  as  much  to 
the  British  people  as  It  did  to  Amer- 
icans. One  may  say,  without  fear  of 
contradiction,  however,  that  the 
leader  writers  of  the  London  news- 
papers, as  well  as  the  man  in  the  street, 
had  to  look  up  Mr.  Davis  In  "Who's 
Who"  before  they  had  any  Idea  of 
his  Identity  or  his  past. 

Important  Find 
He  Is  regarded  as  one  of  the  most 
Important  "finds"  of  tha  Wilson  Ad- 
ministration, and  several  years  ago 
was  viewed  by  his  superiors  aa  marked 
for  an  early  rise.  Ths  Justices  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  before  whom  he  has 
appeared  in  most  of  the  important 
esses  in  which  the  Government  par- 
ticipated, have  regarded  him  as  ths 
ablest  Solicitor-General  In  recent  times. 
Indeed,  In  Washington  he  Is  spoken 
of  ss  one  of  the  ablest  lawyers  In  the 
country  today.  He  has  a  peculiar 
gift  for  cogent,  close-reasoned  briefs 
and  speeches,  and,  more  Important 
still,  for  brevity.  Attorney-General 
Gregory  has  leaned  upon  him  more 
than  any  other  subordinate. 

Mr.  Davis  was  selected  for  the  same 
reason  that  Lord  Reading  was  select- 
ed by  tha  British  Government  to  be- 
come High  Commissioner  and  Am- 
bassador Plenipotentiary  to  the  United 
Btateo — because  In  times*  like  these 
Ambassadors  should  first  of  all  be 
business  men,  men  of  affairs,  fitted 
by  training  and  Intellect  to  cope  with 
the  gigantic  problems  of  financial, 
commercial  and  trade  adjustment  .and 
rivalry  constantly  arising  between  the 
several  allied  nation*.  Mr.  Davis 
could  never  he  Ambaaeador  at  London 
m  ordinary  times  He  has  not  the 
personal  means,  Nog,  la  all  proba- 
bility, would  tha  purely  ornamental 
character  of  tha  post  appeal  to  him. 
Ha  likes  hard  work  aad  opportunities 
to  push  himself  forward.

IN  AIRCRAFT  WORK 

WASHINGTON.  Nov.  1.— The  mis- 
takes, failures,  delays  and  wastages 
of  the  airplane  production  programme 
under  the  administration  of  the  old 
aircraft  boards  before  the  re-organis- 
.atlon  but  May  are  detailed  In  the  re- 
port of  the  Investigation  conducted  by 
1  Charles  E.  Hughes  and  Attorney-Gen- 
eral  Gregory.     The     report     recom- 


mends court-martial  proceedings  for 
one  army  officer  concerned  and  crim- 
inal prosecutions  for  three  others. 

The  chief  blame  for  the  failures  Is 
charged  by  the  Hughes  report  to  de- 
fective organisation  in  the  army  signal 
corps  and  the  lack  of  competent  direc- 
tion of  the  work  by  the  responalble  of- 
ficers of  the  corps.  The  reports  find 
that  there  were  delays  la  getting  air- 
plane models  from  the  Allies  and  pre- 
paring specifications  for  their  pro- 
duction; that  plana  frequently  were 
changed  to  the  embarrassment  of 
contractors;  that  some  manufacturers 
well  qualified  by  organisation  and  ex- 
perience could  not  get  orders,  while 
others,  apparsntly  with  fsw  quallftca- 
tloni.  If  any,  did  succeed  In  getting 
them,  aad  that  there  was  confusion 
and  waste  In  the  plants. 

Ths  report  exonerated  from  any 
wrongdoing  the  civilian  personnel  of 
the  aircraft  production  board.

However  when 
they  came  to  study  the  matter  they 
realised  that  -this  would  be  unfair  to 
the  girle  thenmoHraa.  aa  after  the  war 
they  would  hare  nd  recognition  as 
nurses  and  their  lens  or  short  period 
Of  service,  whichever  it  might  be. 
would  count  for  nothing  once  the 
emergency  sail  waa  over.  Three 
months  ago  they  evolved  the  system 
whleh  has  finally  been  adopted." 

The   Plan 

In  order  to  supply  the  demand  for 
graduate  nurses  for  the  base  hos- 
pital* overs—  and  for  the  military 
camps  at  home  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment announced  that  It  weald  be 
necessary  to  register  1.000  graduates 
per  month.  Under  the  old-faahioned 
system  this  would  have  been  Im- 
possible. The  system  whleh  has  Just 
been  adopted,  however,  provides  for 
the  organisation  In  every  military 
camp  hospital  of  training  schools 
where  nurses  will  train  for  two  years, 
at  the  end  of  that  time  being  permit- 
ted to  affiliate  with  some  of  the  larger 
general  hospitals  for  experience  In 
women's  and  children's  diseases. 

This  method  will  release  hundreds 
of  graduates  for  overseas  service.  In- 
cidentally it -will  reinforce  the. ranks 
of  the  qualified  nurses  many  fold. 
The  Idea  Is  worked  out  admirably.  At 
Camp  Lewis  by  the  admission  of  pro- 
bationers it  has  become  possible  to  re- 
lease S00  of  the  more  than  250  grad- 
uate nurses,  the  50  being  retained  as 
supervisors  and  instructors.

DIES  AT  VANCOUVER 

Mr.     Arthur     K.     Chandler,     Former 
Councillor  for  ffnnninh.  Suc- 
cumbs   on   Mainland. 


Mr.  Arthur  Earl  Chandler,  of  Vic- 
toria, died  on  Thursday  night  at  the 
Vancouver  General  Hospital  from  the 
effects  of  influenza.  Born  in  this  city 
16  years  ago,  the  son  of  one  tot  the 
pioneer  residents  of  the  Strawberry 
Vale  district,  the""  late  Mr.  Chandler 
was  widely  known  in  this  city.  In 
1914  he  was  a  member  of  the  Saan- 
lch Municipal  Council  and  later  was 
a  member  of  the  District  School 
Board.  Subsequently  he  retired  from 
public  life.  He  was  a  prominent 
member  of  the  International  Bible 
Students'  Association  here,  having 
been  one  of  their  number  who  were 
prosecuted  for  having  the  associa- 
tion's literature  in  their  possession. 

The  late  Mr.  Chandler  leaves  to 
mourn  his  death  his  widow  and  one 
child  residing  at  2832  Douglas  Street.

A  sister, 
Mrs.  Patenaude.  resides  at  Colqultr. 

The  body  will  arive  in  the  city  to-

Statements)  alleged  to  have  been 
mads  by  General  Logle  at  an  Inquest 
In  Toronto  last  week  Into  the  death 
of  a  cadet  at  the  base  hospital  were 
also  made  the  subject  of  an  inquiry 
into  the  conditions  surrounding  the 
said  hospital.  Colonel  Clarke,  of 
the  Medical  Services,  condemned  the 
Mayor  of  Toronto  and  the  influences 
working  with  him,  Including  a  sec- 
tion of  the  press,  as  responsible  for 
much  of  the  trouble.  He  said  Mayor 
Church  and  those  at  the  back  of  him 
had  done  all  they  could  to  obstruct 
the  military  authorities  at  Toronto  in 
combatting  the  influenza  epidemic 
there  instead  of  helping.      ' 

"The  Mayor  of  Toronto  is  starting 
his  campaign  for  re-election,  and  he 
thinks  he  can  do  this  successfully  by 
fighting  the  military  authorities  as 
much  as  possible."  claimed  Colonel 
Clarke.  "He  has  exaggerated  every 
little  difficulty,  and  haa  had  it  pub- 
lished in  the  press,  thus  creating  a 
feeling  of  unrest." 

The  base  hospital  at  Toronto  was 
never  Intended  for  treatment  of  epi- 
demic disease,  the  military  claim. 
"When  the  epidemlo  came  something 
had  to  be  done,  but  the  city  of  To- 
ronto did  not  come  to  the  help  of  the 
military  authorities." 

Colonel  Clarke  maintained  that  the 
percentage  of  deaths  In  the  base  hls- 
pltal  had  been  no  greater  than  the 
percentage  of  deaths  in  the  Toronto 
General  Hospital.  Sir  Robert  Bor- 
den has  written  to  the  Mayor  of  To- 
ronto stating  that  he  had  ordered  an 
investigation  into  the  whole  matter 
which,  he  hoped,  would  result  In  bet- 
ter accommodation  being  ordered  and 
better  treatment  for  the  R.  A.  F.  men 
provided.  Toronto.  It  might  be  noted, 
has  had  more  than  1,400  deaths  from 
Influenza.

Operations  of  Canadian  and 
British  Troops  leave  ►Only 
Narrow  Road  Out  of  Valen- 
ciennes—Battle  in  Belgium. 


•  WITH  THK  BRITISH  ARMY  II* 
FRANCE  AND  BELGIUM,  Nov.  *»— 
Valenciennes  today  «u  bottled  up  aa 
the  roault  of  a  lightning  blow  by  the 
Brltlfth  on  both  aides  of  the  Pity.  Only 
immediate  retirement  from  the  place 
or  eomethlna*  in  the  nature  of  a  mir- 
acle can  save  the  German  troops, 
who  at  noon  had  only  a  narrow 
gateway  open  to  them  for  retreat 
toward  the  east. 

Meantime  the  French  and  British 
and  Americana  from  the  Paclnc  Coast 
and  Ohio,  alone  the  Deynse-Avelghem 
front-  In  Belgium,  continued  euccess- 
fully  the  advance  begun  yesterday 
morning.  The  heavy  enemy  resist- 
ance encountered  on  this  sector  yes- 
.  terday  died  out  during  the  night. 

The  main  attack  at  Valenciennes 
waa  south  of  the  city,  Just  above 
Kamacs.  The  Canadians,  who  engin- 
eered the  drive,  were  supported  by 
one  of  the  heaviest  artillery  bom- 
bardments of  the  war.  The  gun  Are 
was  terrific,  and  this  made  the  going 
easy  for  the  overseas  infantry  which 
followed. 

Canadians  I'nr  Heavy  Barrage 
The  idea  of  the  Canadians  in  using 
this  great  barrage  was  to  crush  the 
resistance  as  quickly  as  possible  so  aa 
to  save.  Allied  lives.  The  bombard- 
ment had  the  desired  effect,  for  the 
opposition  presented  by  the  enemy 
was  not  strong,  and  the  Canadians 
pushed  rapidly  through  to  their  ob- 
jectives, which  gave  them  the  whole 
of  the  railway  line  running  south  of 
Valenciennes.  The  enemy's  casualties 
were  heavy,  and  the  Rhonelle  River 
was  lined  -with  Oerman  dead. 

About  noon  the  enemy  massed  for 
counter-attacks  from  Saultaln.  Ac- 
cording to  the  latest  reports,  the 
Canadian  artillery  was  dealing  with 
the  projected  assault.  At  the  same 
time  Canadian  attacked  with  other 
BVltlsh  troops  and  drove  forward 
north  of  the  city  and  for  a  crossing 
of  the  Scheldt. 

.  Audenarde  was  gravely  threatened 
today.  The*  Oerman  artillery  main- 
tained a  heavy  fire  throughout  the 
day.  and  Oerman  machine  gunners 
fought  until  they  were  killed  or  com- 
pelled to  surrender.  The  main  re- 
sistance came  from  these  sources. 
Battle  Among  Houses 
The  battle  was  waged  more  or  lesr 
over  open  ground,  among  hamlets  and 
farm  houses,  which  still  are  Inhabited 
by  Belgian  civilians. 

Enemy  machine  gunners  were  sta- 
tioned in  nearly  every  house,  and 
civilians,  who  had  no  protection  but 
their  homes,  cowered  indoors  while 
lerce  fighting  raged. 

Americans  had  a  hard  day,  but  dtfl 
their  bit.  One  unit  from  California. 
Oregon.  Washington  and  other  points 
West  was  in.  the  Waereghem  sector,  In 
front  of  Spltaala  and  the  Besschem 
wood.  Another  from  Ohio  was  west 
of  Cruyshautem.  Spltaals  and  Bes- 
schem wood  furnished  one  of  the 
toughest  bits  of '  fighting  along  the 
line. 

The  forest  was  a  network  of  barbed 
wire,  and  the  whole  place  was  in- 
fected with  machine  gun  nests. 

In  order  to  take  the  woods  the 
Americans  were  forced  to  depend 
largely  on  an  outflanking  movement, 
although  some  fought  their  way 
through  It. 

When  the  Americans  began  their 
attack  before  dawn  the  Germans  set 
fire  to  all  the  houses  close  to  the 
front  line,  lighting  up  the  country. 
This  not  only  confused  the  Yankee 
troops,  but  It  put  them  more  or  less 
at  the  mercy  of  the  Oerman  machine 
gunners,  who  were  as  thick  as  flies. 

Among  the  wounded  the  correspon- 
dent saw  today  waa  Major  W.  O.  gar- 
rison, of  Lodl.  California,  who  led  the 
battalion  which  flanked  the  wood  on 
the  north.  He  said  the  burning  build- 
ings were  like  a  moving  picture  show. 
The  Americans  struck  an  especially 
heavy  shell  fire  In  their  sector,  as 
well  as  machine  gun  posts.  They 
fought  their  way  forward,  however, 
and  finally  cleared  the  woods,  the  en- 
emy leaving  a  great  number  of  dead 
at  their  posts. 

The  Joy  of  the  Belgian  people  re- 
leased In  this  drive  was  touching. 
Some  of  them  were  almost  hysterical 
In  their  happiness  when  they  saw  the 
Allied  troops  advancing.  Notwith- 
standing the  great  danger  to  them- 
selves they  did  all  that  was  possible 
for  the  Allied  wounded,  on  account 
of  the  shell  fire. 

The  correspondent  was  told  unoffi- 
cially today  that  the  American  artil- 
lery yesterday  perhaps  was  lighter 
that  It  has  been,  but  this  was  due  to 
the  fear  that  the  barrage  would  cause 
casualties  among  civilians.

British  Airman  Mad.  Exciting 
Time  and  Plenty  of  Sport  in 
Encounters  With  German 
Aeroplanes.

ladlvttuality  counts  far  more  la  the 
Royal  Air  Voroe  thaa  la  «ay  other  8e*- 
vlce.  When  aa  officer  Is  told  to  go 
out  at  eight  and  carry  out  so  offensive 
patrol  he  is  quite  aware  the  i  detailed 
instructions  cannot  be  given  bins,  and 
ha  must  depend  on  his  own  Initiative 
to  obtain  goad  results  from  his  patrol. 
Thia  particular  allot  was  told  to  proceed 
at  aight  aad  carry  out  a  patrol  over 
one  at  the  German  aerodromes.  Think- 
ing ha  might  be  able  to  "have  a  good 
time"  ha  took  a  rail  load  of  bombs  and 
ad  muoh  ammunition  as  he  could  carry 
hi  hia  machine.  Thua  equipped  he  set 
oat  to  annoy  the  boche.  Just  to  Uvea 
things  OP  SAd  advise  the  foe  of  his  pre- 
sence he  droaped  a  couple  of  bombs  oa 
the  hangars.  Bath  were  good  shots,  and 
the  resulting  (lamas  assured  blm  that 
he  had  not  wasted  hia  time,  aad  aa  the 
machine  guas  on  the  ground  commenced 
to  spit  out  bullets  ha  drew  off  a  little 
to  await  the  arrival  of  soma  of  the  ma- 
chines which-  he  had  good  reason  to  be- 
lieve war*  absent  from  the  aerodrome 
on  a  bombing  expedition  otmt  tba  Brit' 
isb  lines. 

He  did  not  wait  long  before  the  moon 
rose,  aad  in  the  pale  light  he  was  able 
to  make  out  the  form  of  a  large  two- 
seater  rapidly  approaching.  He  waited 
until  the  German  pilot  throttled  down 
his  engine  to  land,  then  dived  out  of  the 
skjr  and  trained  his  gun  on  to  his  vic- 
tim. In  the  darkness  he  could  plainly 
watch  the  course  of  his  bullets  and 
saw  them  strike  about  the  engine  and 
nacelle  of  the  landing  aeroplane.  Ap- 
parently his  shots  were  not  fatal,  for 
the  machine  landed  in  safety.  Again 
he  drew  off  to  await  events. 
Baooaaur 


la  a  few  minutes  lights  •began  to  ap- 
pear about  tha  newly-landed  two-seater, 
and  the  pilot  was  able  to  see,  aided  by 
the  beams  of  the  moon,  that  his  shots 
had  taken  effect  for  the  pilot  of  the 
German  machine  limped  away,  supported 
by  his  fellows,  wbllet  the  observer  was 
carried  away  on  a  stretcher.  Thinking 
that  he  might  aa  well  make  a  complete 
job  of  his  work,  the  pilot  droppel  a 
few  hundred  feet  and  fired  steadily  at 
the  two-seater,  until  at  last  the  shots 
took  effect,  the  petrol  tank  was  pierced 
by  a  bullet  aad  the  whole  machine  bo- 
came  a  mass  of  flames.  Whilst  thus 
occupied,  ha  noticed  the  arrival  of 
another  of  the  raiders.  Aa  he  was  not 
in  time  to  use  his  machine  gun  before 
the  enemy  landed,  he  sailed  low  over 
the  aerodrome,  and  dropped  a  bomb 
right  in  ths  path  of  the  tarrying  Hun. 
Though  he  missed  the  actual  aeroplane, 
the  high  explosive  tore  a  huge  hole  In 
the  ground  only  a  few  yards  In  front  of 
it,  and  before  the  pilot  oould  change  his 
direction  he  had  run  Into  the  edge  of 
the  crater,  crashing  the  aeroplane  to 
pieces. 

Bf  this  time  the  boche  thought  the 
Intruder  should  bo  dealt  with.  Sud- 
denly searchlights  shone  out  from 
three  point,  their  beams  converging 
on  the  British  machine.  Simultane- 
ously heavy  Are  opened  from  the 
ground,  and  things  became  hot  for 
tba  pilot,  who  was  forced  to  twist  and 
dodga  In  the  moonlight  to  shake  oft 
the  steady  flr«  which  played  around 
hia  aoreplane.  At  last,  finding  the 
German  lira  waa  becoming  a  real 
nuisance  and  interfering  with  his 
Work,  ha  dived  at  the  nearest  search- 
light, and  dimmed  its  light  with  a 
well-aimed  burst  of  bullets.  The  sec- 
ond he  dealt  with  In  like  manner,  and 
the  third  wisely  shut  off  Its  beams 
before  ha  attacked.  Then  the  ma- 
chine-gun Are  ceased,  and  he  had 
peace.  A  few  minutes  later  ho  saw 
the  approach  of  another  boche,  and 
at  once  attacked  In  mid-air.  Taken 
by  surprle,  the  boche  tried  to  run  for 
homo,  but  in  his  haste  he  misjudged 
hia  height,  and  flew  straight  into  the 
aerodrome.  The  pilot  heard  a  heavy 
crash  aa  the  two-seater  orumpled  up 
Into  matchwood,  and  a  thought  of 
pity  for  the  crew  passed  through  his 
mind. 

Ha  was,  however,  allowed  little  time 
for  reflection,  for  a  fourth  machine 
appeared  oat  of  the  night.  This  time 
it  waa  ne  heavy  two-seater  returning 
from  a  raid,  but  on©  of  the  latest 
scouts  produced  by  the  enemy.  Then 
began  a  single  combat  In  the  moon- 
light. Tba  pilots  and  machines  were 
vary  evenly  matched;  each  had  a  full 
bag  Of  tricks  learned  by  long  ex- 
perience of  fighting  In  the  air.  Once 
the  boche  got  on  the  tail  of  the  Brit- 
ish scout  and  fired  a  burst  which 
narrowly  missed  putting  an  and  to 
the  pilot's  career.  No  material  dam- 
ago  waa  done,  and  the  pilot  aide- 
slipped  away  Into  safety.  Than  ho 
soorrred  Into  the  face  of  the  moon, 
followed  by  his  opponent,  looped  sud- 
denly, and  came  out  sitting  on  the 
tail  of  his  foe.  A  long  burst  from' 
the  machine  gun,  and  the  German 
scout  staggered.  A  second  burst,  and 
It  fell  Into  a  spin.  Half-way  to  earth 
the  planes  collapsed,  and  the  remains 
crashed  on  the  aerodrome  near  the 
wreckage  of  tHh  Ihree  other  ma- 
chines. By  thtoNtlme  the  east  Was 
growing  gray  with  the  approach  of 
dawn,  and  the  pilot  thought  he  had 
done  enough  for  one  night's  work,  so 
ha  disposed  of  his  two  remaining 
bombs  by  dropping  them  on  the 
hangars,  and  then  turned  hia  face 
toward  the  British  lines.  And  the 
moon  looked  down  on  the  work,  and 
the  old  man  smiled  aa  he  saw  the 
havoc  which  had  been  wrought  by 
ana  man  In  one  tiny  machine.

THE  HANsSOM  CAB 


It  Is  a  peculiar  circumstance  con- 
nected with  the  hansom  cab,  or  Lon- 
don gondola,  which  has  enjoyed  a 
temporary  revival  In  popularity  be- 
cause of  ths  shortage  of  taxis,  that  it 
is  hardly  the  same  vehicle  as  designed 
by  its  inventor.  The  alert,  cheery 
Jehu,  too  whose  "Keb,  sir!  'ansom, 
sir."  has  once  more  been  heard  in  the 
streets  of  the  British  capital,  was  not 
exactly  the  "creation"  of  Mr.  Joseph 
Aloyslus  Hansom,  architect  and 
builder.  Mr.  Hansom,  in  fact.  Judging 
from  ths  first  deslara*  of  his  "patent 
safely  cab,"  entirely  omitted  that  pre- 
carious throne,  at  the  back  of  the 
hansom,  from  which  several  genera- 
tions of  Cockney  cab  philosophers 
have  . ,  oommandlngly  surveyed  and 
passed  Judgement  upon  the  human 
stream  below  tham.  What  the  first 
cabman  thought  of  and  remarked 
about  tha  element  of  safety  claimed 
In  the  patent,  as  he  climbed 
Into  the  slender  seat  above  the  trap- 
door of  the  roof,  somewhere  In  the 
thirties  of  last  century,  unfortunately 
has  not  been  recorded.  It  Is  probabls 
that  at  first  the  driver  sat  somewhere 
in  front  of  the  "fare,"  with  the  result 
that  thsre  would  be  almost  an  entire 
absence  of  that  gentle  swaying,  rock- 
ing moUon  common  to  both  the  gon- 
dola of  the  lagoons  and  that  of  the 
streets.     There  was.  In  fact,  little  be- 


sides  the  suspended  axle  and  the  par- 
ticular kind  of  wheel  to  indentlfy 
it  with  the  modern  perfected  cab. 
It  Is,  therefore,  not  at  all  astonishing 
that  Mr.  Hansom  should  have  faHed 
to  make  his  cab  "catch  on."  Certain 
It  Is  that  the  financial  Interests  which 
took  over  the  patent  were  unable  to 
pay  the  £10,000  which  represented  the 
price  put  upon  the  invenUon  by  the 
patentor  and  the  measure  of  his  faith 
In  his  creation. 

Gave  Way  to  Petrol 
For  something  like  eighty  yearn  the 
hansom  cab  played  a  dominant  part  in 
ths  street  life  of  London,  and  suc- 
cumbed only  to  its  more  modern 
rival  of  pistons  and  petrol.  ,  It  went 
the  round  of  the  world,  reaching  even 
the  antipodes,  but  always  strangely 
discriminative  as  to  Its  habitats. 
In  certain  cities  it  never  seemed  to 
make  a  home,  and  it  refused  to  take 
whole-heartedly  to  provincial  life. 
It  became  popular  In  Australia,  but  In 
the  United  States  is  was  a  rarity  out- 
side of  New  York.  Tet  It  waa  the 
first  cab  to  emphasise  the  Importance

of  smartness.  It  Insisted  upon  smart 
rubber  wheels,  smart  horses,  smart 
this,  that  and  the  other,  and  above  all 
a  smart  driver. 

The  hansom  cab  was  something 
more  than   an   Institution   of  a  great 

city.  At  Ita  best  It  stood  for  and  waa 
tacitly  recognized  as  typical  of  Lon- 
don up-to-datedneas.  Old  as  it  waa, 
as  an  Institution,  it  invariably  sug- 
gested the  new,  indeed  the  "very 
latest"  It  was  exactly  in  keeping 
with  a  London  that  wanted  to  get  a 
thing  done  at  once,  or  to  reach  its 
goal  without  a  moment's  delay.  A 
whistle,  a  raising  of  the  hand,  an 
answering  motion" of  the  whip,  and 
the  hansom  had  driven  up  to  ths 
curb,  ths  driver  had  noted  the  instruc- 
tion", and  the  cab  waa  half-way  down 
the  street  almost  before  ths  "fare" 
could  say  the  proverbial  Jaek  Robin- 
son. 

Literature  early  appropriated  the 
hansom  for  Its  melodramatic  incidents 
and  mysteries,  and  because  of  the 
splclnese  of  witty  trapdoor  colloquies. 
It  played  the  same  part  In  comedy 
that  the  telephone  doea  in  the 
modern  film  play.  The  here*,  who 
must  act  upon  the  Instant,  would 
spring  Into  ths  hansom  Just  aa  the 
hero  today  on  the  screen  picks  up  a 
telephone  instrument  and  so  provld.es 
for  sudden  development*  of  the  plot. 
The  stage,  too,  found  In  tha  hansom 
driver  a  deua  ex  machine  for  tha  plot, 
and   through    him   provided   some   of 


the    choicest   low   comedy   the   stage 
has  known. 

Little  wonder,  then.  that,  when  tha 
taxi  appeared  upon  the  scene  and 
challenged  the  established  order  of 
things,  London  felt  aa  though  It  had 
been  struck  a  blow.  For  it  woke  to 
find  that  the  hansom  cab  waa  really 
behind  the  times,  and  failed  to  typify 
a  great  elty  transformed  by  war. 
Ths  hansom  bsgan  to  wane  In 
popularity,  and  the  taxTflnally  pushed 
It  off  the  public  stands.  Today  tha 
phlegmatic  taxi  driver  rests  In  the 
shelter  where  his  clever  predecessor 
used  to  be.  He  cooks  his  meals  Mad 
argues  the  political  situation  or  dis- 
cusses the  news  where  once  the 
plethoric  gentleman  with  tha  button- 
hole, the  sporting  coat,  and  the  light 
tan  glovea.  waa  wont  to  air  his  opin- 
ions. He  has,  of  course,  a  smartness 
of  aorta.  He  whitens  his  wheel*,  and 
keeps  his  rig  trlnt  But  he  has. 
strangely  enough,  failed  to  develop 
either  the  hansom  cabman's  philoso- 
phy or  his  humor.

Minister  of  Marine  Gives  De- 
tails of  Dominion's  Ship- 
building Programme  Now 
Being  Actively  Initiated,.    .

OTTAWA,  Nov.  1. — Supplementary 
to  previous  announcement  in  connec- 
tion with  tbo  Government's  shipbuild- 
ing- programme.  Hon.  C.  C.  Ballan- 
tyne.  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fish- 
erjrs,  announced  tonight  that  con- 
tracts had  now  been  placed  with  the 
several  shipbuilding  yards  in  Canada 
for  the  construction  of  thirty-one 
steel  steamers  ranging  in  tonnage 
from  3,400  tons  deadweight  capacity 
to  8,100  tons.  In  addition  to  the 
types  of  vessels  for  which  contracts 
nave  been  placed  pjans  and  specifica- 
tions for  a  larger  type  of  10,600  tons 
are  In  tho  course  of  preparation  and 
It  is  expected  that  contracts  for  the 
construction  of  several  vessels  of 
this  type  will  be  placed  In  the  near 
future  at  Halifax  and  possibly  at 
Vancouver,     i 

„  All   of   Steel 

All  the  vessels  to  be  constructed 
under  the  Government  shipbuilding 
programme  will  be  built  of  steel. 
Home  of  them  will  be  of  the  one- 
deck  type  and  sonic  two  decks,  suit- 
able   for    bulk    and    general      cargo.

The  first  launching  under  the  pro- 
gramme will  take  place  from  the 
yard  of  Canadian  Vickers,  Limited, 
Montreal,  toward  the  middle  of  No- 
vember, whon  two  vessels' — one  of 
4.S00  tons  and  another  of  8,100  tons 
—will  take  tho  water. 

The  Minister  states  that  unless  do- 
lays  in  the  delivery  of  steel  occur, 
seven  or  eight  additional  vessels  will 
be  ready  for  commission  on  the 
opening  of  navigation  next  Spring 
and  that  ho  fully  expects  to  have 
the  whole  thlrty-ono  ships,  aggregat- 
ing 17M0O  tons,  In  commission  be- 
fore tho  end  of  the  year.  The  delays 
In  laying  keels  and  completing  ships 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  all  the  ways 
were  occupied  with  the  construction 
of  ships  for  the  Imperial  Munitions 
Board.  As  rapidly  as  the  ships  be- 
ing constructed  for  the  Board  are 
completed,  the  berths  are  immediately 
occupied  with  the  construction  of 
ships  under  the  government  pro- 
gramme. 

Favorable  Prices 

While  the  price  being  paid  for 
these  vessels  is  substantially  higher 
than  the  price  paid  in  Great  Britain 
the  Minister  pointed  out  that  the  ves- 
sels were  being  constructed  at  prices 
that  compare  favorably  with  those 
being  paid  for  similar  types  In  the 
United  States  yards.  He  stated  that 
plates  and  shapes  which  are  at 
present  obtainable  only  in  the  United 
States  are,  being  purchased  for  the 
same  prices  as  are  being  paid  by  the 
United  States  Government,  and  al- 
though substantially  lower  than 
prices  obtaining  in  the  open  market 
at  the  time  of  purchase,  they  ore 
materially  higher,  than  prices  here- 
tofore ruling  in  Great  Blrtain.  As 
the  result  of  the  difficulties  experi- 
enced in  securing  supplies  of  plates, 
the  Minister  stated  that  he  had  be- 
come more  convinced  of  the  sound- 
ness, of  the  policy  adopted  by  the 
Government  of  providing  for  the 
manufacture  of  ship  plates  in  Can- 
ada.  

Cost  Reduction 

"In  January  last  and  for  some 
months  previous  to  the  Government's 
decision  to  engage  In  shipbuilding," 
said  Mr.  Ballantync,  "private  firms 
from  which  ship  plates  were  being 
built  In  Canadian  yards  were  ranging 
in  price  from  $100  to  8180  a  ton 
and  several  small  lots  had  to  be  pur- 
chased for  upward  of  8600  a  ton. 
Through  the  courtesy  of  the  U.  S. 
Government,  the  department  was  en- 
abled to  obtain  an  assurance  that 
sufficient  plates  to  "meet  the  require- 
ments up  to  July  or  August  next 
would  be  available  from  some  U.  S. 
sources  at  the  rate  fixed  by  the 
United  States  Government,  namely 
$65  a  ton.  It  was  in  these  circum- 
stances, and  in  pursuance  of  a  policy 
to  make  Canada  self-contained  in 
the   matter   of  shipbuilding,   that   the 
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Dominion  Steel  Corporation,  for  tho 
erection  In  Sydney,  of  a  P»ets  mill 
and  the  purchase  therefrom  of  180,- 
000  tons  of  ship  matsrlal  at  a  basic 
price  of  8*8  a  ton. 

"The  contract  with  the  steel  com- 
pany provides  that  the  pries  of  plates 
will  be  reduced  proportionately  with 
any  reduction  that  may  hereafter  oc- 
cur In  the  cost  of  producing  stoel  In- 
got."

Tokyo  and  Osaka  Exporters 
Have  Captured  German  and 

-  -  Austrian  Trade— Cheap  Ma- 
terials Chiefly  Sold, 


The  trader  cannot  help  being  im- 
pressed by  the  rapid  expansion  of 
Japanese  commerce  in  Ceylon  during 
the  war.  resulting  in  our  Far  Eastern 
Ally  capturing  "most  of  the  German  ( 
and  Austrian  pre-war  trade,  as-  well 
as  a  certain  amount  of  the  trade  of 
British  and  other  European  countries 
where  war  conditions  have  interfered 
with  the  production  and  transport  of 
goods.  In  Colombo  the  purchase  of  a 
few  articles  in  everyday  use  at  any  of 
the  leading  shops  in  the  Fort  readily 
reveals  the  legend,  "Made  in  Japan." 
printed  in  the  tiniest  type  sometimes 
but  there  nevertheless,  or  the  article 
on  which  it  is  stamped  would  not  have 
escaped  Customs  officers  with  a  vigi- 
lant eye  on  infringements  of  the 
Merchandise  Marks  Ordinance. 

But  where  Japanese  manufactures 
are  mostly  met  is  in  the  Pettah,  the 
native  business  quarter,  where  Ger- 
man and  Austrian  traders  waxed  rich 
before  the  war  by  satisfying  the  de- 
mands of  the  native  population  for 
articles  that  were  more  to  be  recom- 
mended for  cheapness  than  quality. 
The  other  day  the  writer,  with  the  aid 
of  a  rickshaw,  explored  the  Pettah 
for  a  couple  of  hours,  dropping  in  at 
such  readily  accessible  retail  shops 
as  those  of  the  ubiquitous  Mikado  & 
Co..  and  other  enterprising  Arms  who 
display  their  wares  In  the  most  attrac- 
tive fashion:  discovering  with  some 
difficulty  th*  less  showy  establish- 
ments of  Importers,  where  a  few  en- 
quiries disclosed  the  extent  that  pre-

The   Now   Japanese   Trade 

During  his  excursion  the  writer 
found,  for  instance,  that  glassware,  or 
hooplron  for  tea  and  rubber  chests, 
no  longer  comes  from  Belgium,  or 
toys  from  Germany  and  Austria,  or 
unbleached  drill  from  America.  When 
supplies  stopped  coming  from  these 
countries,  a  sample  went  to  Japan 
and  the  substitute  for  the  original 
article  was  soon  forthcoming.  The 
enterprise,  the  industrious,  Imitative 
capabilities — often  so  fine  as  to  In- 
fringe the  Merchandise  Marks  Or- 
dinance— of  the  Japanese  manufac- 
turers, have  enabled  them  to  step  into 
the  breach  with  a  celerity  that  could 
not  possibly  have  been  achieved  by 
more  conservative  and  less  enterpris- 
ing nations.  Japanese  beer  is  now 
the  rule  and  not  the  exception,  and  a 
fairly  satisfactory  substitute  has  been 
found  for  Portland  cement;  while 
glacial  acetic  acid  for  .coagulating 
rubber,  which  formerly  came  from 
Germany  and  France,  Is  now  Imported 
from  Japan. 

Ceylon  is  at  present  importing  large 
quantities  of  Japanese  chlnaware, 
earthenware,  antimony  ware,  brasH 
and  copper  ware,  lamps,  mats,' 
brushes,  paints,  nails,  soap  and  toilet 
requirements,  including  perfumes; 
and  Japan  has  captured  the  cheap 
umbrella  trade  from  Germany  and 
Austria  and  the  celluloid  trade  from 
the  latter. 

Sweden  Is  still  a  formidable  com- 
petitor fn  the  match  trade,  and 
though  the  dynamic  qualities  of 
Japanese  matches  etlll  make  Swedish 
preferable  tho  latter  are  of  poorer 
quality  than  formerly  and  the  Japan- 
ese article  when  It  comes  from  repu- 
table houses,  like  the  Lark  Tand- 
stucker  brand,  now  unfortunately  un- 
obtainable in  Ceylon,  from  Samuel 
Samuel  ft  Co.,  of  Kobe,  is  not  inferior 
to  present  samples  from  Sweden. 

American    and    Indian    Competition 

Where  Japan  is  finding  substitutes 
for  British  manufactures,  now  unob- 
tainable in  Ceylon,  her  chief  competi- 
tors are  America  and  India.  Austra- 
lian competition  being  almost  neg- 
ligible, that  country,  It  appears  from 
a  recent  announcement,  being  so 
immersed  in  the  war  that  she  ia  her- 
self Importing  from  Japan  four 
times  as  much  as  she  was  before  the 
war.  It  la  scarcely  surprising  there- 
fore, that  not  one  Important  Austra- 
lian trade  concern  ia  represented  In 
Ceylon  at  present.  But  America  con- 
tinues to  send  hardware,  piecegoods. 
haberdashery,  hosiery,  leather  good* 
in  fairly  large  quantities,  and  is  Jap- 
an's chief  competitor  In  printing  and 
wrapping  paper  and  ■  stationery, 
though  the  Japanese  article  la  im- 
proving in  quality.  and  leading 
Colombo  stationers  are  now  receiving 
from  Japan  most  of  their  wrapping 
paper  and  cheaper  quality  note-paper 
and  envelops;  while  Japan  is  now 
apmpetlng  with  America  In  worsteds 
and  flannels.  Excellent  biscuits  are 
made  In  Northern  India  by  the  Delhi 
Biscuit  Company,  and  India's  trade 
In  silks  aad  satins  is  well  known;  yet. 
for  some  good  reason  no  doubt,  the 
importation  of  Indian  silks  and  satin* 
and  biscuits  Into  Ceylon  Is  prohibited. 
and  Japaa  supplies  the  want.     Mad-

MAKURA  HUD  MANY 
CASES  OF  INFLUENZA 


Canadian  -  Australian  Liner 
Reaches  Here  From  Anti- 
podes— Capt.  Phillips  Gets 
Appointment  Ashore. 


NOTICE 


Bringing  a  cargo  of  frozen  meat 
and  general  merchandize  the  Can- 
adian-Australasian liner  Makura 
docked  at  the  Outer  Wharf  yester- 
day morning.  Capt.  R.  Crawford  was 
on  the  bridge,  as  Captain  J.  D.  8. 
Prtllllps.  regular  skipper  of  the  Ma- 
kura, has  received  an  appointment 
as  assistant  marine  superintendent 
for  the  Union  Steamship  Co.,  with 
headquarters  at  Sydney,  Australia. 
Before  taking  up  his  new  duties  he  Is 
on  three  months'  leave  of  absence.  He 
has  been  In  command  of  the  Makura 
for  some  time  past. 

The  Makura  has  had  about  twenty- 
five  cases  of  Influenza  on  board..  She 
did  not  go  on  to  Sydney  on  her  last 
trip  but  started  back  from  Auckland. 
While  the  vessel  was  at  Auckland  the 
Niagara  docked  there  on  her  way 
from  this  Coast,  with  a  large  number 
of  influenza  cases  on  board.  Twenty- 
five  cases  were  removed  from  the 
Niagara  and  treated  in  the  isolation 
hospital  at  Auckland.  No  officers  of 
the  Niagara  were  allowed  ashore  at 
Honolulu,  this  being  a  precaution 
against  infection. 

The  tall  of  the  storm  which  caught 
the  Oaliano  was  run  Into  by  the  Ma- 
kura, and  she  picked  up  a  wireless 
message  from  Ikeda  in  regard  to  the 
little   naval    patrol  vessel. 

The  passenger  list  showed  forty 
firm-class  passengers  and  sixty  sec- 
ond-class. A  number  of  airmen  were 
on  the  boat  on  their  way  back  to 
France. 

Captain  Crawford  reports  that  the 
trip  from  Auckland  to  Honolulu  was 
uneventful,  but  from  the  mld-Pa- 
clflc  port  to  Vancouver  the  seas  were 
a  bit  boisterous.  The  Makura  carried 
in  her  hold  27,000  carcases  of  mut- 
ton, 5,000  boxes  of  butter,  consider- 
able hemp  and  rabbit  skins.  On  the 
outbound  trip  November  5  this  boat 
will  carry  a  large  shipment  of  apples, 
automobiles,  farm  machinery  and 
salmon.

TEES  WILL  REMAIN 
IF  SERVICES  NEEDED 

Officers  at  Scene  of  Princess 
Sophia  Wreck  Will  Decide 
What  Salvage  Operations,  if 
Any,  Shall  Be  Undertaken. 


Speculators  Operate  Under 
Impression  That  Great  Con- 
flict Is  Nearing  End— Money 
Market  Stringency  Relaxes, 


At  a  conference  of  C.  P.  R.  »nd 
British  Columbia  Salvage  Company 
officials  yesterday  morning  it  was  de- 
cided to  leave  the  question  of  what 
salvage  operations,  If  any,  should  he 
undertaken  on  the  wrecked  C.  P.  R. 
steamer  Princess  Sophia,  to  the  offl- 
cer*  of  the  Tees,  now  on  the  spot. 
If  she  can  aid  in  finding  bodies  or  in 
removing  bodies  and  valuables  from 
the  ship  by  means  of  diver*  she  will 
stay  in  Lynn  Canal  and  do  all  she 
can.  If  nothing  further  can  be  done 
to  aid,  and  if  the  w*ather  remain* 
too  rough  for  work  around  the  reef, 
the  salvage  vessel  will  return  to  Vic- 
toria. 

Last  night  Capt.  Troup  stated  that 
he  had  had  no  notification  of  the 
other  half  of  the  Sophia  sliding  into 
deep  water.  On  Thursday  the  Tees 
reported  the  stern  half  of  the  vessel 
had  slid  off  the  submarine  mount- 
ain on  which  the  ship  was  perched. 

It  Is  not  expected  that  the  Princess 
Alice  will  get  away  from  Juneau  until 
about  Monday  and  she  cannot  be  ex- 
pected here  before  Thursday.  She 
will  call  at  Vancouver  before  coming 
here.  ' 

No  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
Gulf  service.  It  still  requires  another 
boat  to  run  opposite  the  Mary,  which 
la  running  out  of  here  every  alter- 
nate night.  The  Princess  Royal, 
which  for  a  long  time  has  been  tied 
up  at  the  Hudson's  Bay  Wharf,  was 
moved  a  short  time  ago  to  the  C.  P. 
R.  Wharf.  Official*  state,  however, 
that  she  cannot  be  put  into  service 
owing  to  the  fact  that  she  is  a  coal 
burner  and  men  absolutely  refuse  to 
shovel  coal. 

Memorial  service*  for  the  officers, 
crew  and  passengers  of  the  Princess 
Sophia  will  be  held  in  all  Toronto 
churches  tomorrow  according  to  ar- 
rangement* made  by  the  Rev.  Alfred 
Hall,  senior  chaplain  to  the  Sailors' 
Institutes  of  Canada. 

Free  From  Blamo 

JUNEAU.  Nov.  1.  —  Governor 
Thomas  Rlggs  returned  from  the 
scene  of  the  wreck  early  thl*  morn- 
ing and  made  the  following  *tate- 
ment:  "I  have  examined  the  log  of 
the  steamer*  Cedar  and  King  & 
Wing*;  have  Inspected  the  log*  of 
the  Hghtkeeper  on  Sentinel  Island 
and  Eldred  Rock  and  after  a  thor- 
ough investigation,  I  am  confident 
that  no  blame  for  the  catastrophe 
to  the  Princess  Sophia  can  be  at- 
tached to  Captain  Locke,  of  that  ves- 
sel, or  to  any  of  the  commanders  of 
the  Cedar  and  gasboat*  which  were 
in  the  vicinity  at  the  time  of  the  dl*- 

aater. 

"Records  of  the  lightkeepers  show 
that  at  3:10  a.  m.  when  the  Sophia 
struck  Vanderbilt  Reef,  there  was  a 
strong  northwest  gale  blowing,  with 
a  blinding  snowstorm  obscuring  every 
landmark.  While  perhaps  during  the 
day  of  October  24  it  might  have  been 
possible  to  transfer  passenger*  to  the 
Peterson  or  Eslebeth,  It  seems  prob- 
able that  if  such  transfer  had  been 
attempted  It  would  have  been  accom- 
panied by  loss  of  life.  At  the  time 
the  barometer  wa*  rising,  indicating 
fair  weather.  The  master  of  the 
Cedar  and  Superintendent  Dlbrell.  of 
the  lighthouse  service,  on  board  the 
Cedar  state  Wat  they  would  have 
acted  as  Captain  Locke  did  under  the 
circumstances.  It  seemed  Impossible 
that  the  Boph.la  could  have  moved 
from  the  cradle  on  the  reef  In  which 
she  rested,  and  until  late  In  the  aft- 
ernoon of  October  25  It  did  not  seem 
to  anyone  that  the  vessel  was  In  ex- 
treme danger." 

Call  for  Help 

The  log  of  the  wireless  man  on  the 
steamer  Cedar  reads:  "At  4:50  p.  m.. 
October  25,  came  8. OS.  rail  from  the 
Prince**  Sophia,  saying:  'We  ar* 
foundering  on  reef.  For  God'*  sake 
coma  and  save  us.'  The  Cedar 
answered:  'Coming  full  speed,  but 
cannot  see  on  account  of  thick  snow 
and  heavy  sea*.'  " 

Communication  wa*  kept  up  until 
6:20  p.  m..  when  the  Sophia's  bat- 
teries were  *o  weak  that  it  waa  Im- 
possible to  understand.  The  operator 
on  the  Cedar  told  him  to  quit  talk- 
ing exoept  for  what  was  absolutely 
necessary,  «o  as  to  save  batterie*  In 
order  to  direct  the  Cedar.  An*wer 
came:  "All  right,  but  for  God'*  aake 
hurry.     Wajter  coming  In  the  room." 

No  more  waa  hoard  from  the 
Sophia.  Quoting  from  the  log  of  the 
Cedar:  "Had  to  return  to  ahelter 
from  mountainous  aeaa.  At  daylight, 
October  29.  made  way  to  th*  wreck 
through  thick  snowstorm.  Found 
Sophia  had  shifted  entirely  over  the 
reef  and  nothing  of  th*  vessel  wa* 
■howlng  except  upper  masts.  Im- 
mediately began  to  look  for  sign*  of 
life.  Found  raft  on  Shelter  Island 
with  five  bodies,  but  no  life" 

Governor  Rlgg*  will  probably  re- 
turn to  direct  farther  search  tomor- 
row. 

Captain  Ball,  of  the  Northwest 
Mounted  Police  at  White  Horse,  ar- 
rived here  last  night  and  la  Identi- 
fying several  bodie*  heretofore  un- 
known. The  funeral  of  Collector  of 
Customs  J.  F.  Pugh  wa*  held  this 
afternoon.  A  number  of  other*  will 
bo  burled  tomorrow.  Many  bodies 
will  leave  on  a  Canadian  steamer  for 
Vancouver,  probably  tomorrom 


NEW  YORK,  Nov.  1. — Wall  Street 
today  registered  It*  further  confidence 
In  an  early  cessation  of  the  world 
conflict  by  renewed  buying  of  various 
issues  commonly  designated  a*  peace 
stocks,  whereas  war  stock*  and  re- 
lated shares  wer*  heavy  under  con- 
stant pressure. 

The  market'*  professional  or  specu- 
lative character  was  demonstrated 
anew,  however,  by  the  many  declines 
of  the  last  hour,  when  Mexican  Petro- 
leum forfeited  all  its  gain  of  10  tt 
points,  and  other  leaders  reacted  1 
to  3  points.  The  reversal  waa  the 
more  Inexplicable  from  the  fact  that 
It  synchronised  with  a  drop  In  call 
money  from  I  to  4  per  cent,  the  low- 
est rate  for  that  form  of  accommo- 
dation in  almost  three  month*. 

Banker*  attributed  the  relaxed 
money  market  to  the  successful  con- 
clusion of  the  Fourth  Liberty  Loan 
and  the  ease  with  which  all  difficul- 
ties relating  to  the  crop  had  been 
overcome. 

U.  S.  Steel  was  again  the  pivot 
around  which  the  day's  activities  re- 
volved, its  decline  of  2  point*  being 
only  alightly  retrieved  at  the  end. 
Among  munitions  issues,  Bethlehem 
Steel  broke  5ft  points;  Republic  Iron. 
3;  Associated  Shares,  1  to  8,  and 
some  of  the  specialties,  1  to  6  points. 

Trading  in  rails  at  gross  gains  of 
1  to  2  1-2  points  was  noteworthy, 
with  the  wide  variety  of  Issues  which 
were  In  demand.  Including  low  grade 
or  secondary  shares  of  the  Western 
and  Southwestern  groups.  Shippings, 
metals,  motors  and  tobaccos  con- 
tributed measurably  to  the  day's  turn- 
over at  advances  of  1  to  4  points,  fer- 
tilizers and  utilities  also  furnishing  a 
substantial  quota.
